Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 23.—[{Special.}—At a 
stormy session of the convention of the Na- 
tional Equal Suffrage association today the 
amendment to the constitution providing 
that all officers must maintain a nonpartisan 
attitude and not ally themselves with any 
political party was defeated. It was aimed at 
Miss Jane Addams because of hér affiliation 
with the Progressive party. The convention 
rejected the amendment by a vote of 380 0 38. 

Immediately after the reading of the rec- 
ommendation of the board that the amend- 
ment should not be adopted by the convention 
Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, author of several 
recent articles criticising Mise Addams’ ac- 
on ip allying herself with the Progressives, 
made her way to the platform. Mre, Harper 
announced that she had taken off her coat 
and rolled up her sleeves and if it had not 
been for her hatpins she should have thrown 
her hat in the ring. 


Discussion Lasts Three Hours. 

| In an energetic speech against the amend- 
ment Mrs. Harper succeeded in starting a 
discussion which lasted more than three 
hours, with as many as six or eight women

In talking over the amendment with my 
friends,“ Mrs. Harper continues, they 
have seid: We cannot muzzie our officers.’ 
They have argued that the officers in affiliat- 
ing with political parties are acting ae in- 
individuals and not as officers of the suf- 
frage association. But the public does not 
stop to consider these fine distinctions. When 
the public sees officers taking a stand for any 
political party it naturally supposes the na- 
tional organization is standing for that parts 

“We must not antagonize the men and 
there is no question on which they feel more 
strongly than on their politics. You may 
aséail their religion, if you will, but you may 
not assail their politics without incurring 


their antagonism. There will never be a 


time when any one political party can carry 
the question of suffrage. You cannot go into 
a campaign and fight a party end the mer 
who stand for it and still expect those men 

to forget after the close of the campaign.

HEALTH DECALOGUE OUT. 


Pigures collected by the Chicago health de- 
partment, averaging the death rates for ten 
years of all the great cities, show Chicago 
to be the most healthful in the world. There 
is a comfortable lead over London, the sec- 
ond city of the world in point of health. 

The department's report concerns only the 
fourteen cities of the Grst magnitude, with 
more than 1,000,000 inhabitants. Im order 
of their eminence from the health standpoint 
they rank:

The department ventures to speak a word 
for Chicago's wind. The bulletin declaresthe 
high winds make for air purification and 
better ventilation of buildings, and tn that 
way constitute one agency for keeping Chi- 
cago's death rate low. 

“A part of this distinction is merited, and 
a part is not,” says the department. For 
our low death rate we probably owe most 
to our great natural advanteges of location. 
The proximity to a great body of fresh water 
tempers atmospheric conditions; develops 
this wind movement; end supplies plenty of 
pure water for drinking, for purposes of 
personal cleanliness, for street treatment and 
for sewer flushing. 


“TT remains to be said, however, that we_ 


are not fully availing ourselves of these great 
nature! advantages. We are not using this 
abundant supply of water as liberally as we 
might and should for street flushing.”

“If any member of the bar here present has 
given his sanction to that publication he is in 
wontempt. And if I find out that any attor- 
ney has given his sanction, the hand of the 
law will fall heavily on him. Certain men 
representing themselves to be attorneys are 
here and if I learn to be true certain things it 
is reported they have sald, the hand of the 
law will deal heavily with them, too. 

“Tt appears that the friends of some of 
these defendants are determined to make it 
appear that the defendants are not to receive 
a fair trial. I want it known that this trial is 
being conducted with absolute fairness.” 


Orders Woman from Court. 


“As for that women, I hope she will not 
appear in this courtroom again. You notice 
I aay I hope she will not appear here again. 

“I will increase Hockin’s bond. The evi- 
dence has shown that he ie a man who can- 
mot be trusted by anybody at any time of the 
day. He has betrayed every person with 
whom he has had to deal. But as it is Satur- 
day I will not consider increasing the bonds 
of the others.

Jewel Recites Dynamite Confession. 

Mr. Jewel's testimony was one of the unex- 
pected incidents of the day. He formerly was 
connected with a steel constructing firm in 
Pittsburgh and in 1911 went to Panama as an 
engineer. He anmounced on the stand he tes- 
tified because re had to,” and District At- 
torney Mer stated it was necessary to take 
action through the state department to in- 
duce Mr. Jewel to appear. 

Mr. Jewel testified that in the summer of 
1910 before the Los Angeles explosion, Hockin 
came to his office in Pittsburgh and offered to 
give information about nitroglycerin hidden 
in an old cooper shop near Rochester, Pa. 

*“ Hockin placed me under bonds of secrecy 
and I never have told any one or repeated it 
until now, said Jewel. Hesaid explosions 
involving wholesale murders were planned 
by union officialsand he wouldn't stand for it. 
I told him he might confide in me and I never 
would teil who told me. 

„He then said a plan was on foot to destroy 
the Pittsburgtt and Lake Erie bridge near 
Beaver, Pa., under a loaded passenger train. 
He said if I would go to an old house along 
the river at Rochester I would find beneath 
the floor at three pointe fifty-two quarts of 
nitrogtycerin. The next day we went to 
Rochester on the same train, agreeing not to 
speak to each other. 1 followed Hockin along 
the river and in the house, pulling up the 
boards, found the nitrogiycerin. 


Told the Railroad Manager. 


* told Hockin our confidence was only as 
to his identity. So the next day, I informed 
General Manager Yohe of the railroad com- 
pany about the plot, and he immediately sent 
Edward F. Wendt, his engineer, to take away 


the explosive. 
„In September, 1910, I received a telephone 


call from Hockin, eaying something was 


about to happen at Peoria, III., and I would 
Dave to be quick. He said it would happen 
that night or the next night. I called up Mr. 
Johnson, general manager of a railroad ai 
Peoria, and told him another attempt was to 
be made there, and for him to get out bis 


watchmen. Nevertheless, an explosion oc- 


curred in Peoria Sept. 4.“ 


President Lynch’s Name Dragged In. 
The following is the verbatim account of a 
portion of Jewel's testimony: 
About ten days after the Los Angeles 
Times explosion I went to Detroit to see 
Hockin.” : 
“You wanted to learn who the dynamiters 


were, did you?“ 


“Naturally. By agreement I registered 
at a hotel in Detroit as L. B. Stone, and 
Hockin called on me. We falked about the 
I told him he ought to 
make a clean breast of it and tell all he knew. 
Then he said the dynamite campaign was be- 
ine handled by only one or two men. I said 
that was absurd. He replied he was willing to 
tell all he knew, but he said he never would 
testify at any trial and the information would 
have to come from outside sources t put on 
the stand he sald he would declare it was all 
4 lle. 

Then he sald James B. McNamare pulled 
off the Los Angeles Times explosion and was 
to stop at Kansas City on the way back and 
cause an explosion there. 

“He said the iron workers’ union had no 
interest in it, that McNamara had taken it up 
just for the money that he would get out 
of It.“ 

Involves Lynch in Trouble. 


Did he tell you of a conversation that he 
overheard between the defendant, John J. 
McNamara, and President Lynch of the In- 
ternational Typographical union?” asked 
District Attorney Miller.

Jewel said after the Detroit conference he 
returned to Pittsburgh and informed the 
chief of detectives whet he knew. He was 
referred to William J. Burne and gave a full 
description of 7.cNamera and Ortie R Me- 

Manigal. 

Hockin came to him again et Pittsburgh, 
Jewel testified, and told him James B. Mo- 
Namara had bought more alarm clocks, and 
explosives were stored at the union headquar- 
ters at Indianapolis, and that he (Hockin) 

Manigal leave union headquarters 
a suitcase to do the Peoria job. 

I told Hockin I expected goon to leave for 
Panama, and asked him hereafter to deal 
directly with Burne,” said Jewel.

Lawrence Strike Leader Tells 
Jury He Is on Trial 
Because of Spite. 


NOT FOR ACT, BUT VIEWS. 


Declares He Was Within His 
Rights in Making Speeches 
to Workers. 


Salem, Mass., Nov. 23.—" If you think us 
guilty of murdering our sister, give us death. 
History will record our end. We will go to 
a higher judgment seat, and millions of 
workers will take up our flag of labor when 
we drop in the ditch.” 

This in substance was the closing theme of 
two of the most remarkable pleas ever 
heard in a courtroom when Joseph J. Ettor 
and Arturo Giovannitt!, leaders in the textile 
strike at Lawrence last winter, rose in the 
prisoners’ cage today to speak for 1 
selves and their comrade, Joseph Caruso, 
accused of the murder of Anna Lopizz20, who 
was shot in a strike riot last January. 

Ettor, the labor leader, and Giovannitti, 
Socialist writer, relief worker in the strike, 
former missionary, the Dreamer,“ es he 
termed himeelf, held the courtroom crowd 
spellbound for more than an hour. 


Comes After Bitter Accusation. 

The district attorney had just finished his 
last word for the commonwealth, charging 
that the utterances of Ettor and Giovan- 
nitti to the Lawrence strikers were treason- 
able and conducive to mob rule, when Ettor 
arose. 

Ettor’s plea was that he was being tried, 
not because of crime, but because of his so- 
He said his real 
trial could not be hgid in the courts today. 

That trial,” he said, “was he thou- 
sands of years ago, when men were told 
the only way to end revolutionary ideas was 
through the cross, then the guillotine, the 

gallows, and the rope. These n 
settied an idea. The social cry of yester- 
day becomes the religion of today. The so- 
cial criminals of one age become the saints 
of the next.“ 


Ask Freedom or Death. 


Ettor made his plea for either vindication 
oP death, saying: 

“If you believe we should die, we will carry 
the flag of labor to the grave. If you believe 
I killed Anna Lopizzo, or that I wanted any 
one to kill Anna Lopizzo, I will stand up with 
head erect. I shall offer no excuse and accept 
your verdict. But do not come back here and 
say we must shut up. If I am guilty I want to 
pay the full penalty. My comrade, Giovag- 
nitti, has just whispered te me to say it for 
him, toto. ’ 

“I believe in the death chair. I will go 
there. So will Giovannittl. With a 
smile on our lips we will drop the flag of labor. 
Fags But on the morning we drop the flag, 
hundreds of thousands of wage workers will 
pick up the flag and carry it along until & is 
unfurled over the workshops and workers 
will enjoy the profit of their toll 

“If I go to my death, millions of men and 
women will know that my social ideas had the 
determining effect on your verdict. 


Refers to History’s Lessons. 

“I have been tried here, not upon my acts 
but because of my political and social view. 

Pausing for a moment, he resumed, his 
voice ringing loud: 

“I make no threats, but history does. H. 
tory records things with a little variation 
here and there, but nothing can efface the 
fact that because of my political and So- 
cilalistic views, I am brought to the bar. I 
am compelled to speak because of that fact. | 
My attorneys have done well in handling 
this case so far as the law and the evidence 
are concerned. 

“I want to reply to the district attorney 
and to say if his conception of wealth as 
explained by him is correct, thén all the 
political economists, all the thinkers, all the 
great men and women of this country have 
had no effect.” 


Claims Free Speech Right. 

Ettor then elaborated on his ideas of wealth 
and property, saying labor should own all the 
instruments of labor. 

“Mr. Atwill intimated that I did not know 
tas traditions of Massachusetts, and that I 
was treasonable because I spoke to foreign- 
ers. Under the right of free speech guaran- 
teed by the constitution I had a right to speak 
to those people. Havel not the right to cry 
out in the night, asI didat Lawrence? Had 
I not the right to point out how human beings 
had been outraged? 

1 did not understand when I went to 
school and when I read the constitution that 
such was treasonable conduct. In doing that 
I sucdenly found myself accused of murder- 
ing my sisters because I spoke to strikers 
who were not born in this country. I am ac- 
cused of murder because of my speeches, by 
insinuation and by innuendo. It is argued 
that when I smiled it was a signal for some 
one to go and get a shotgun. 

“This is not a question of the commen- 
wealth. The shame and blot does not fall on 
the commonwealth, but on the capitalists of

“TI neither offer apology nor ask for a 
favor. I ask for qustice,“ he ald. Are you 
twelve men going to offer up blood now in 
order to assuage the woungigt the mill own- 
ers of Lawrence? 

„Well and good. I have no fear of the re- 
sult. I esk simple justice, Giovannitt! asks 
that—Caruso asks only that.“ 


Comrade Asks Full Penalty. 

As Ettor sat down scores of spectators were 
weeping. Then Giovannitt! rose. His face 
seemed swollen with emotion, his eyes well- 
ing with tears. Like Ettor, he asked for the 
full verdict, if thought guilty. He also plead - 
ed for Caruso and urged the jury to do noth- 
ing with him, to blame only Ettor and him- 
self. 

“If there ie murder in the heart of any 
man in this room he is not in this cage, he 
declared. “I have a wife who loves me, a 
mother who loves me, an ideal that I love. 

“Life is so wonderful. I feel the passion 
of living. It is sweet to live. I do not want 
to die, to go away asa martyr. Though life 
is dear to me, there ia something holier and 
grander. That is my conscience and loyalty 
to my comrades and my cause. 

“If you say that we shall live, I want to 
say that in the next strike thet breaks out 
in the country where we are needed, there 
will Joe Ettor and myself go. We will go 
our humble way, Soldiers in the mighty army 
of workers of the world. 


Ready for Greater Judgment. 

It it be that our hearts must be stilled in 
the same electric chair as wife murderers— 
if our hearts be black as you think—then to- 
morrow we will pass into a greater judgment; 
into the presence of the Almighty, and his- 
tory will give ite last word to us. 

Leaning toward Mr. Attwilk the district at- 
torney, Giovannitti, said in a trembling 
voice: 

“So solemn is this moment, so full with 
clashing emotions am I now, that I do not 
know whether I ever will conclude what I 
have to say.“ 

Caruso, through an interpreter, announced 
that he had nothing to tay. 


Summing Up for State. 

In closing his argument Mr. Attwill de- 
scribed the character of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World asa “ revolutionary militant 
organization,’’ and argued that it was pre- 
posterous for Ettor, leader of such an or- 
ganization, to claim that in the Lawrence 
conflict be was an apostie of peace. 7 

He referred to Wiliam D. Haywood as 
„that adroit master, who slipped out of Law- 
rence Jan. 28, and was not present when the 
rioting occurred.“ 

The revolutionary character of the indus- 
trial workers he assailed as foreign to Ameri- 
can principles. 

“They say they are going to carry a revo- 
lution on, independent of political action, 
he said. ‘‘ How can any revolution thet is 
not a political revolution be a peaceful revo- 
lution? 

“When this man Ettor comes here and 
teaches the foreigners Who arrive on our 
shores that the constitution of this common- 
wealth is a capitalists’ constitution he is 
teaching sedition and treason. 

We have problems in this common- 
Wealth, but we can settle them without the 
ald of the Haywoods of Colorado, the Pttors 
of California, and the Giovannittis of Italy. 
Such outbreaks as they conducted at Law- 
rence must be checked in this country or we 
will have no commonwealth. It is 4 ques- 
tion of the sovereignty of the state or the 
sovereignty of the mob.”’

The federal government has pointed the 
necessity for control over persons receiving 
money from immigrants for the purposes of 
safekeeping or for transmission abroad in a 
recent report of the immigration commis- 
Prosecution Hard to Get. 

Some of these so-called bamkers are hon- 
est, others get all the money they can and 
then disappear. They receive the money of 
immigrants for safekeeping and for trans- 
mission to relatives in the old country. This 
money is mostly sent by draft. The so- 
called banker receives the money, gives a re- 
eeipt and then through one of the large banks 
of the city sends the money across the 
water. 7 

These Grafts are not recognized in the Eu- 
ropean countries unless they receive advice 
apa. which are issued by the express com- 
panies or the old estaolished banks. 


The immigrant banker who receives the 
money and does not send it cannot be suc- 
cessfully prosecuted. The courts require that 


the loser of the cash show that the money 
‘was not received by the person to whom it 


Was supposed to have been sent in Europe. 
A man on Halsted street cannot produce 
witnesses who live in Europe, so the immi- 
grant banker seldom gets into serious trou- 
bie.

The 
licensed person must supply a bond and make 
deposit of a certain amount of money or se- 
curities before he can engage legally in the 
business. 


No person shall be licensed who has not 
been a resident of this country for five years. 
He must send the money within five days of 
its reecipt and bis books shall be open to the 
inspection of the state auditor. Another pro- 
vision of the bill places the burden of proof 
upon the banker to show that he has trans- 
mitted the money. 


Other State Laws Examples.

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WANTS A SHERLOCK HOLMES 


France in Despair at the Increase 
of Crime Mysteries There.

Demand for Scientific Investigator te 
Aid the Police Force. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 
PARIS, Nov. 23.—A feeling of dismay has 
been produced among the public here through 
the publication by Procurer General Loubat, 
one of the leading members of the French 
bench, of statisticashowing the rapid rise of 
criminality in France. The number of cases 
judged by the courts of the country during 
the last year exceeded 660,000, and in a few 
years, Loubat pointe out, the annual number 
of murders parricides, and fatal poisonings 
have increased by over 400, or more than one 
a day. 

The cases of shied manslaughter, which 
often in reality alsé are murders, during the 
same period nearly doubled, but Loubat 


shows that the mere statistics of convictions 
are far from showing the whole extent ofthe 
country’s criminality, since for various rea- 
sons, the enormous number of cases, grow- 
ing year by year, are dismissed because the 
police are unable to find the culprits. Such 
abandoned cases numbered last year at least 
100,000. 

Increase of Law’s Defeats. 

Referring to the complaint recently of Min- 
ister of Justice Briand that the constant in- 
crease in the number of malefactors released 
owing to insufficiency of evidence—rising in 
three years from 47,000 to nearly @0,000— 
constitutes a grave danger to public safety, 
Loubat estimates that, as things are at pres- 
ent, murderers have a 60 per cent chance of 
escaping justice, manslaughterers 6 per 
cent, committers of crimes against decency 
78 per dent, thieves 77 per cent, and swindlers 
80 per cent—these without reckoning their 
chances of acquittal if caught. 
The revelations have produced a strong 
emotion of insecurity and renewed com- 
plaints are being raised against the slackness 
of present police methods.

With that end in view, the government will 
confine itself to favoring the creation of peo- 
ple’s banks by simplifying formalities and 
remitting taxation, and in addition proposes 
to put at the disposal of these banks the 
gredter part of the sum advanced by the 
Bank of France by virtue of the.convention 
of 1911. 

Will Help Small Dealer. 

The first degree of credit for the small 
dealer will rest on the mutual guarantee asao- 
ciation, which will give to the signature of 
the least of its members a negotiable value. 
Bills indorsed by these associations could, of 
course, be discounted at existing banks, 
but the grddual disappearance of the small 
country banks and the centralization of busi- 
ness in the big banking houses make it ad- 
visable, if not imperative, to encourage the 
foundation of popular banks analogous to 
those existing abroad. 

A sum, $2,400,000, will be placed at the dis- 
posal of these banks under the form of ad- 
vances without interest. These popular 
banks will thus assure short term credit to 
the small dealer, but it has seemed no less 
necessary to organise a system of extended 
credit, indispensable for the foundation or ex- 
tension of a business enterprise, a credit 
which it has become almost impossible for 
the small or moderately sized firm to obtain. 


Plan Creates Stock Company. 

To remedy this situation the bill proposes 
the creation of a central establishment un- 
der the shape of a stock company, the cap- 
ital of which shall be subscribed by banks 
or professional associations, and the statutes 
ot which shall be approved by decree.

LONDON, Nov. 28.—Since his return from 
New York, Albert BaHin has given some fur- 
ther information as to the North Atlantic 
program of the Hamburg-American line, of 
which he is the genera! director. 

The Imperator, the huge vessel which le 
nearly completed, will enter the New York 
service in May, and; as has already been 
stated, every available berth for the first 
voyage has been taken, with a long waiting 
list. 


Amerika to Be Shifted. 

In 1914 the Imperator will have a sister ship, 
the Advent, which will enable the Amerika to 
be diverted to the Hamburg-Boston service, 
to be opened next spring by the Cleveland and 
the Cincinnati. 

In 1915 a third leviathan will be available, 
and the three big ships will, between them, 
conduct the New York express service, leav- 
ing the Kaiserin Auguste Victoria to join the 
Amerika on the Boston route. 

That, in brief, is the program that lies ahead 
of the Hamburg-American line during what 
will be three of the most eventful years of its 
history. 

Not After Blue Ribbon, 

Each of the three big steamers will be 
designed for a speed of twenty-two knots, 
eo there is plainly no intention to compete 
for the blue ribbon of the Atlantic. Con- 
siderable interest is centered in the dinmien- 
gions of the boats. There is shrewd suspicion 
that the Cunard line’s Aquitania win be a 
little larger than the 50,000 ton Imperator. 
On the other hand, there is just a possibility 
that the second steamer of the Imperator 
class will be larger than the Aquitania) 

Herr Ballin naturally says nothing on this 
point, but contents himself with the remark 
that the second and third big steamers will 
be rather large.“ He made it quite clear 
that there was no difference between himself 
and the British companies. 


FEATHERS BY THE MILLION 
WILL BE SOLD IN LONDON 


Bale of Spoil of Ostriches to Take 
Place This Week—Highest Price 
$250 Per Pound.

feathers are on view at the port of London 
authority's warehouse previous to the sale 
next week, for which merchants come from 
all over the world.

ALLIES TO GIVE CONCESSIONS 


LONDON. Nov. 23.—Interest in the war 
situation shifted today from the belligerents, 
whose delegates are preparing to meet with 
an apparent sincere desire to work out the 
terms for a truce, to the great neighboring 
powers, Austria and Russia. 

These titanic rivals are strengthening 
their border forces at an hour when the 
statesmen of all the powers are spreading 
broadcast assurances that their only policy 
ig to subordinate rivalries and interests to 
the common welfare of Burope in the cause 
of peace. 


War Footing on Frontier. 
Reports of the Russian mobilization pub- 
lished in the Vienna Reighspost, the organ of 
the heir to the throne, specify that all the 
military districts on the frontier, Vilna, War- 
w, Kiev, and Odessa, as well as Moscow, 
are to adopt war footing; the Don Cossacks 
are to be pushed to the border, and the prepa- 
rations in Russian Poland include the dis- 
patch of an enormous number of trains with 
2 and munitions toward the Austrian 

Three Berlin papers purport to have infor- 
‘mation of the Austrian preparations, which 
incjude the mobilization of three army corps, 
tor the Russian frontier and teinforcemems 
for Seats. while from Prague an account is 
telegraphed of German military activity, 


Conferences Excite Ouriosity. 
Such warlike preparationa coupled with the 
visit' of Archduke Franz Ferdinand, Crown 
Prince of Austria-Hungary, to the German 
emperor, and the conference with the Aus 
trian chief of staff, Field Marshal Von 
Schemua, had yesterday with Lieut. Gen. 
Count Von Moltke, chief of the German gen- 
era] staff, naturally excites acute curiosity. 
The additional announcement that Aus- 
tria hae muzzled correspondents by a rigid 
censorship adda fuel to the flames. But this

, Predict Settlement of War. 
Mutual diplomacy on the part of the re- 
spective administrations at Constantinople 
and Sofia gives promise that the meeting 
of the plenipotentiaries, which is expected 
to take place outside the Tehatalja Mnes 
Monday, will prove successful. Turkey has 
appointed two additional delegates, Rechad 
Pasha, minister of commerce, and Hadi 
Pasha, chief of staff, but has stipulated that 
the Balkan states must niodify their first 
conditions as a groundwork for the meet- 
ing. 


Sofia has met this advance promptly. In- 


yepired statements declare that Bulgaria ie 


willing that the Turks should retain the 
Tchatalja Mnes, which should satisfy both 
parties, since it saves Turkish pride the 
ignominy of a march into the capital, while 
it shields Buigaria from the Russian offi- 
cial Gispleasure which its entry inte Con- 
stantinople would cause, and also waives 
the doubtful gain of sending an army through 
a cholera infested belt. 


Want Adrianople’s Surrender. 

The allies are willing to grant another con- 
cession, in the matter of Adrianople. Al- 
though insisting upon the surrender of the 
citadel they will permit the garrison to re 
tire with the honors of war. 
The crucial! difficulties, it is believed, will 
come afterwards, when attempts to nego- 
tlate a treaty of peace are undertaken. Then 
satisfaction of the interests of the powers 
and the division of spoils among the allies 
will be critical factors. 


GERMANY ORDERS OUT TROOPS, 
‘PRAGUE, Bohemia, Nov. 23.—The reserve 
ists of five German army corps, numbering 
130,000 men, have been ordered to rejoin their 
regiments, according to the Ceski Slovo. 


REPULSE SORTIE BY TURES. 

SOFIA, Nov. 23.,—The besieged garrison 68 
Adrianople attempted a general sortie yes- 
terday, acccrding to dispatches received here. 
The Turkish troops, however, were thrown 
back into the fortress after a battle which 
lasted throughout the afternoon, They lost 
heavily. 

This is the first sortie of the kind by tha 
whole garrison and it issupposed by the be- 
siegers that it was undertaken with the view 
of reprovisioning the town, the population of 
which is suffering from scarcity of food.

SAYS ALLIES LOOTED SALONIKI. 

LONDON, Nov. 23.—A story of lawlessness 
and looting by Bulgarians and Greeks in 
Saloniki, where the inhabitants have been 
in a state of terror lest the allies in occupa- 
tion fall to fighting each other, has been sent 
by the correspondent of the Reuter Tele- 
gtam company under date of Nov. 16. 

The correspondent is an Englishman of 
many years’ residence in Saloniki and thor- 
oughly acquainted with the city and sur- 
rounding country. 

„The Bulgarians on the march to Salon- 
iki,’ says the correspondent, *‘ had already 

than a taste of blood and rapine, hav- 
ing ravaged without mercy the Turkish vil- 
lages on their route, and as soon as they en- 
tered Saloniki they instituted a systematic 
pillage of the quarters occupied by them, re- 
gardiess of the remonstrances of the Greek 
officials. 

“A continuous fusillade was kept up on 
Nov. 10 and 11 both by the soldiers of the 
Bulgarian and Greek armies and the Chris- 
tian population. The firing resulted in nu- 
merous casualties. A stoker of the steamer 
Mednea was killed while in the pinnace along- 
side the ship. A hail of bullets, according to 
the reports of the ships’ officers, fell on the 
decks of foreign warships severa! nights. 


Owners of Houres Terror Stricken. 

“The soldiers, guided by roughs, entered 
whatever houses appeared to offer prospects 
of good booty and cleared out everything 
worth taking. The terror stricken owners 
offered no resistance. It would have been 
useless, in view of the bayonets held to their 
breasts and the revolvers thrust against 
their temples. 

Hundreds of cases of this kind have 
been reported by the victims, who poured 
their complaints into the ears of the foreign 
consuls. The indignant protests of the con- 
suls to the Greek authorities have had little 
effect. The arrival of a body of Greek gen- 
darmerie Nov. 12, however, improved | j the 
situation. 

“In the meantime a violent anti-Jewish 
outbreak occurred, apparently because the 
Jews abstained from decorating their houses 
with Greek flags and did not join in shouting 
a welcome to the soldiers. The Greek press 


spread a story that Jewish liquor sellers had 


poisoned twelve Evsones, supplying them 
with corrosive sublimate instead of cognac. 
A number of Jews were arrested, but were 
released the next day. 

“ The mischief had already been done and 
many Jews suffered at the hands of the sol- 
diers. Their assailants were not punished. 


Allies at Loggerheads, 

“The differences between the Bulgarians 
and Greeks regarding the ultimate destiny of 
Saloniki have reached an acute stage and 
there is no fraternizing. The Bulgarians are 
firmly resolved that their occupation of Sa- 
loniki shal! be permanent. 

“There are many incidents to prove that 
the relations between the Bulgarians and 
Greeks at this moment are really those of in- 
veterate enemies, who are prevented from 
Aying at each other's throat only by a frail 
and temporary truce. 

The people of Saloniki, who lately feared 
that Hassan Cahsin Pasha intended to make 
their city a second Saragossa and who al- 
ready have suffered much at the hands of the 
allies, are now haunted by the terror that the 
allies may at any moment come to blows. The 


departure of almost all the foreign warships 
Is surely ill timed. | 


Deny Greek Outrages, 
ATHENS, Nov. 28.—Formal denial is made 
here of reports that the Greek soldiers at 
Saloniki have committed excesses against 
the Jewish inhabitants. 
Even before the capitulation of Saloniki, it 
is pointed out, efforts were noticeable in both 


Turkey and Europe to show that there was 


@iszension between the better class of Greeks 
and the Jews in the Macedonian city. 

A state of anarchy which followed the Turk- 
ish defeat gave an opportunity to rumans to 
commit many excesses, but after Greek ad- 
ministration was established and the Greek 
gendarmerie reached Saloniki perfect order 
was restored. 

Americans Safe at Saloniki. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 28.—In view of 
the report of B'nai B'rith, accompanying 
the appeal of that organization to the presi- 
dent for intervention in the Balkan war, 
thet the Jews in Saloniki were being killed 
and makreated by Greek soldiers, some re- 
lief was felt here at the receipt of a cable- 
gram today from the American consul at 

The cable definitely stated thet 
Americans and American interests at that 
place have. not suffered and that the same 
is believed to be true of the surrounding dis- 
tricts. ‘ 


ALONG THE SKIRMISH LINES. 
BELGRADE—King Peter of Servia returned to the 
capital after passing five weeks on the battle- 
_ fields with the Servian army. The population 
greeted him enthusiastically. —

Red Cross Doctors Report Many Cases 
of Rapid Convalescence in the 
Balkan Campaign. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Nov. 23.—A 1 I Cross doctor 


. describes in the current iesue of the Lancet 
an account of the rapid recovery of wounded 


men in the Balkans from bis observation of 
more, than 600 cases in the Servian army. 
Men who had been shot through the body, the 
bullets penetrating the liver, lung, spleen, 
and intestines, recovered in a fortnight. A 
modern bullet. this physician says, is ren- 


dered aseptic by the enormous heat of the 


burning powder, and hardly ever shatters 
long bones. Many fractures of the beues 


at the base of the nose wert seen among the 


Turkish soldiers, who were unaccustomed to 
magazine rifies and received blows in the 
face from the recoil.

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NEED NEW B BASIS - 


FOR APPRENTICES 


Australian Judge Finds Their 
Labor a Menace to Wage 
Stability. 


MANY. LEARN BUT LITTLE | 


— 


Court We Gee of 
Technical School and Shop 
Employment.

MELBOURNE, Australia, May 3.—The em- 
ployés in the boot trade made certain claims 
regarding aprentices and slow workers in 
their case as submited to the Commonwealth 
Court of Conciliation and Arbitration. This 
raised the question of young and old labor, 
especially that of apprentices and improv- 
ers,“ as three year apprentices are called. 
Hence Judge Higgins, president of the 
court, held that the claims regarfing appren- 
tices and slow workers should be considered 
together. For. said the judge “ they raise 
the extremely difficult questions of boy la- 
bor, apprenticeship, ‘improvers,’ aged and 
infirm workers—all interconnected. I find 
that for years back the unions have been 
trying in vain to meet the employers and to 
fix up the whole question of apprenticeship. 
In all the states there has been ‘ intense dis- 
satisfaction over the large number of boys 
working in the trade, while the journeymen 
were walking about.“ There has also been 
continual friction over the employment of 
*‘improvers,’ and the granting of licenses 
or permits to aged, slow and infirm workers. 


Minimum Wage and Exceptions. 

The claim deals with the minimum wage 
and with the exceptions to it. It is clear 
that unless these exceptions are carefully 
defined and guarded the whole principle of 
the minimum wage will be rendered nuga- 
tory. Employees will be forced, on pain of 
being unemployed, to accept insufficient 
wages, and the old state of perpetual! dis- 
content, Wien strikes and violence, and dis- 
aster to the genera! public, will return. 

“The claim of the employés in these pro- 
ceedings as to apprentices is, in effect, that 
there should be no boys employed unless ap- 
prenticed to learn some substantia! portion 
of the work ofa factory; that there should be 
no ‘improvers’; that the number even of 
apprentices should be iimited to one ap- 
prentice to every four journeymen; that the 
wages should be settled for each year of 
apprenticeship, and that the apprentice 
‘should be properly taught. 

“I am glad to see that the claim makes, 
in the main, in the direction of industrial ef- 
ficiency. At present all the conditions of 
boy labor in this great, Australian industry 
tend in the direction of inefficiency, and as 
the men trained to make boots by hand work, 
from start to Minish, pass from the trade 
there is every prospect that in place of in- 
telligent, skilled artisans the common- 
wealth will have thousands of anemic, il 
developed, undertrained factory slaves 
youths unfitted for any work but the feed- 
ing of some one insatiate machine, youths 
prematurely put under the strain of bread 
winning, and soon to be replaced by other 
youths, ad infinitum. 


“Tmprovers”’ a Menace. 

“The employés want, as far as is poseibie, 
to eliminate improvers, to prevent the exist- 
ence of such a class at all, to stop this pesti- 
lent manufacture of imperfect tradesmen. 
They want to prevent capable workmen of 
average capacity from being put out of work 
by men who submit to work for a smaller 
Wage en en eee of incapedtty. gener- 
ally actual, sometimes only alleged. 

„From the point of view of. this court, 
whose ideal is industria) peace, I feel even 
more strongly than before that the system 
of improvers, as it now stands, is a perpet- 
ual menace to the peace of the community. 
What I now state must be taken as merely a 
type—one of many varieties. 

“A boy is taken into the factory at 13, 14, 
or 15. He ie put op any work that suits the 
employer, and the employer is under no obji- 
gation to teach him anything. The parents 
want a few shillings extra earnings, and 
have some vague hope that the boy will 
pick up the trade of bootmaking. He does 
little menial jobs, fetches and carries for a 
journeyman. If he is fortunate he may be 
put after a time to ‘ heel scouring ’ or heel 
brushing,’ or some other monotonous pro- 
cees or machine service, In which the only 
promotion possible for the human being is 
to become a machine himself. The employer 
bas not any duty to teach the lad, or any 
interest except in seeing that he earns his 
money. The journeymen say that they like 
to show apprentices what to do, for appren- 
tices become competent journeymen and 
keep up the wages. 

“In nearly all cases the lad, of course, 
‘picks up some littie knowledge of the pro- 
cesses which are going on around him, and 
when he hae reached 21 he naturally seeks 
for work in a boot factory. i 


Not Worth the Minimum. 

“He is not worth the minimum wage, ex- 
cept perhaps in some one narrow function. 
and to get any work at all he struggles to 
be taken on at less than the minimum wage.

Record of Two Previous Years

Twelve Red and forty-one seriously in- 


jured was the toll of football during the fall 
of this year. Added to the number of dead 
are who gave up their fe for the sport 
late in the year of 1911, after the last poll on 
the. ties of the game was published by 


Tun TRIBUND. 

This total of fifteen dead exceeds that which 
was made on the gridrons of the country dur- 
ing either of the last two years. The number 
of fatalltes in both 1911 and 1910 was fourteen. 

Besides the deaths which were due drectiy 
to injuries received in games, another death 
from pneumonia can be traced to the sport. 
During the latter part of October Ted York, 
a member of the Yale varsity team, sustained 
slight injuries in the Yale-West Point game. 
He was removed to the Yale hospital, and 
after apparently recovering from the foot- 
dall injuries was stricken with pneumonia. 
He died Oct. 31. In a signed statement Yale 
physicans lifted all blame for his death from 
football. 

The number of those seriously injured this 
year is lower than in either of the preceding 
years. During the season of 1911 there were 


sixty-seven severely burt, while the number 


in 1910 wes forty-three. 
Chicago Has No Victims. 

For the second successive year Chicago 
players are not included in the Hat of dead. 
In fact, no serious accident was reported to 
any member of a local team. A fractured 
arm or leg was the most serious disablement. 

Of the dead ages were reported between 14 
and 20, the youngest being Joseph Lincoln 
Van Rossen, 14 years old, of Merrill, Wis., 
who was kicked in the head ina corner lot 
contest in which none of the players was over 
15 years old. Concussion of the brain resulted 
and he dled on Sept. 25, two days after the 
injury occurred. 

Earl Close, 17 years old, was the only I- 
nois victim of the sport. He wasa member of 
the Iiliopolis High school team and was play- 
ing against Auburn High echool when he 
sustained internal injurtes, which resulted in 
his death on Nov. 21. 


One College Player Killed. 

Charles Hires Jr. was the only college 
player killed. He was a member of the 
Haverford college eleven and sustained in- 
terhal injuries in practice. : 

Of the injured all were players except one, 
Tad Jones, former Yale star, coach of the 
Exeter college eleveh. He was demonstrat- 
ing a play and took his place in the fresh- 
men Hneup. When the scrimmage was tried 
he sustained two broken ribeand a wrenched 
back.

Miss Mary McDowell at City Welfare 
Exhibit Calls Methods of Disposing of 
Garbage Worst in Country. 


Chicago’s method of disposing ofi garb- 
age is the most slovenly of any city in the 
country. according to Miss Mary McDowell. 
In an address at the city welfare exhibit at 
the John Marshall High school she assailed 
the commissioner of public works, the city 
officials, and the business men. She declared 
hundreds of babies die needlessly because of 
the Insanitary conditions caused by the city 
dumps. 

in the neighborhood of the dumps, the 
death rate among children under 5 years of 
age is 58 per cent of the total, she asserted. 
She attacked the system of allowing private 
contractors to handle the refuse.

~ Will Inaugurate Opera. 
By pert Dillard Gunn. 


PERA begins this week. On Tuesday evening, in the 
Auditorium, the Chicago Opera company will inaugurate 
its third season, and for ten weeks thereafter the musical 
interests and activities of the city will be dominated by 

the lyric drama; which means that for a brief space the singers 
will, rule. The American public long since has adopted the 
Latin viewpoint as to opera. We are less concerned with the 
work to be performed than with the singers who are to assist 
in its presentation. To the average American opera means the 
“star”; and while our public welcomes novelties in the reper- 
tory, is not averse to a beautiful orchestra, an adequate chorus, 
a great conductor, intelligent stage management, and effective 
scenic settings, these things are merely incidents to the dlaplay 
of great voices. 

Therefore we salute the singers who are about to be 0 
duced and reintroduced to us. They are a brilliant company, 
this season more distinguished than ever through the addition 
to the roster of the Chicago company of many names made 
famous in other centers of musical activity. As the first of 
the newcomers will appear the tenor, Giovanni Zenatello, who 
will assist on Tuesday evening in the presentation of Puceini’s 
“Manon Lescaut,” first of the season’s novelties. Mr. Zenatello 
is not a stranger to our public. Five years ago the Metropolita a

Titta Ruffo’s Eastern Success. 

If Chicago has not ¢ollowed the exciting events connected 
with Mr. Ruffo’s debut in Philadelphia with an all-consuming 
interest it is now time to remedy that oversight. We learn inter- 
est in the east was so great that a train load of music lovers 
came over from New York to assist at his debut. We learn that 
extremes wet when the boxholders stood up to shout their ap- 
proval of bis singing ahd the members of the orchestra laid 
aside their instruments and arose to give similar expression to 
their enthusiasm.

years practically alone with the sea. He 
speaks of the sculptural rhythm of his draw- 
ing as the sign manual of a master of form: 
and he remarks upon the splendié color of his 
tropical aquarelles—“ for the brilliant sun- 
shine of the Antilles woke up in Homer 
something violent which no one would have 
suspected diane the timid color of his e 
ern pictures.’ 

Mr. Pach thinks that Homer's “ eie 


tion of the joys of color marks him as the 


“stern Puritan of the north.“ Renouncing ‘ 
color, this genius sought consolation in the 

impressive organisation of grand forms, in 

respect for the individuality of the eea, the 

sky, and the earth, in the almost Tanagra- 

like grace of human figures.”

The strong contrast between the two es- 
pects of this artist's character, which Mr. 
Pach remarks upon, might be carried a step 
farther by a comparison to Milton. Both 
were at onte great Puritans and great art- 
ists, which is almosi a contradiction of terms. 
The deep conflict in such @ nature between 
his love of beauty and his resentment at 
beauty’s effort to contain the infigite with 
broidered veils and mouffle it in beautiful 
sounds must result in art of a stern gran- 
deur inaccessible to lighter’ characters. 

Mr. Pach selects, as an epitome of Homer's 
qualities, hig late picture, not quite finished, 
“In the Rapids of the Saguenay.” Here 
is the American who more than any other 
expressed the power, the virility of their 
ideal; the one whose attitude m the face of 
nature—his love of tumultuous movement, 
of great spaces, of bold definition of forme 
in this free air—transiates itself into an art 
which reflects the force, the integrity, and 
the poetry of a frontier race,” and finally he 
places the great American among the im- 
mortals. The rock, the sea, the sky in a 
great picture by Homer are not merely an 
accurate. presentation of natural. objects. | 
The conception of their forms is in harmony 
with that of the great masters: and with 
their structural ideal appears their 
esthetic intuition of the eternal and unakter- 
able rules of art.”

“ Chick, vou seem to be a pretty good an 
swer to the question, How can I succeed in 
the grocery. business?’ Tell me from your 
own experience just what chance you think 
a young man has of making good in the gro- 
cery trade. 

Martin didn't hesitate a minute, but plunged 
into his story. 

„Four years ago I left high school during 
my second year because my father’s health 
had failed,” he seid, and it was up to my 
hrothér Frank and myself to support the fam- 
ily. Frank was. already working in a paint 
store apd I got a steady position in Mr. 
Wer's grocery, where I had been working 
efternoons after schodl. A year later Frank 
became digcouraged and gave up his position 
to work on a farm about twenty miles north 
of Chicago, where there is a colony of Ger- 
man truck gardeners. His last words to me 
before he left were, \ You're a fool to stay in

Started Him to Thinking. 

„That started me to thinking. What 
chance did I really have to make a living in 
the grocery. business in Chicago? 1 had 
aritted into that particulagdine from the im- 
mediate necessity of bringing in my share of 
the familly requirements and had continued 
in it because I had come to Wke it. It had 
never ‘entered my wind to find out in figures 
just what the future possibilities were for me 
stiould I stay in the business in Chicago. I 
determined to investigate. 

* Right there I took what I cousiddr the 
1100 which meant more to my future than 
anything that came afterwards. Like most 
young men in my position I, spent: my days 
working at whet was given to me to do with-, 
out much thought of the why and wherefore 
of things and my nights hanging around the 
gtreet corners and poolrooms, Where à sort 
of entertainment offered itsek. 

“Tt do not now condemn this in myself nor 
in other young men situated as I was, since 
the very nature of our hand to mouth exist- 
ence precluded any hope of diversion in our 
homes, but when the desire to better myseif 
entered my head it crowded out any desire for 
my old Rabits. Progress and degradation 
pare incompatible and the determination to 
progress is the foundation and capstone of all 
that ‘corhes after. 

* * 

Figured Out the Five Divisions. 

“That night I shut myself up in my room 
with a pad of paper and concentrated my 
thoughts on the probicm. There are five 
divisions of the grocery trade. I tore off five 
sheets of paper and wrote across the top of 
them in turn, producer, manufacturer, job- 
ber, commiseion man, and retailer. Under 
each heading 1 put down everything I knew 
of the advantages and disadvantages of each 
division. 

“The producer was, of course, the farmer, 
and 1 quickly eliminated him from my. con- 
sideration since I had no practical knowledge 
or desire for the agricultural! life, nor did the 
financial poesibilties appeal to me. The 
average farmer ie lucky if he makes 5 per cent 
on hie investment, and, indeed, the great ma- 
jority clear less than 2 percent. I was am- 
bitious for greater possibilities and tore up 
sh. et ons. 

“ Passing to the second division, the pack- 
ers and manufacturers, I found conditions 
ideal in one respect and dibiotis in others. 
On one hand the manufacturer hes the entire 
world for his market. The farmer must sell 
the bulk of hits produce at once to prevent 
joes from spoiling, and is, therefore, forced 
to accept current prices or nothing at all. 

“The manufacturer can ship his goods in 
cans,. bottles, barrele, and cases all over the 
world and at any time. On the other hand, 
to obtain a wide distribution for his goods he 
must obtain the cobperation of the jobbers, 
who in a great number of cases put up a pri- 
vate brand of their own. 

Thus, while Jones & Co. may put up the 
best brand of pickles in the world, they must 
keep their prices low to compete with Smith 
& Co., who also put up a brand of pickles and 
hesides pay Brown, the jobber, well to Induce 
him to push: the sales of the Jones brand 
rather than the Smith brand or Brown’sown 
private brend. j 

* * 

Profits in Manufacturing Too Low. 

“Now I understood why a man can no 
longer start in business on a small scale and 
hope to make it go. Competition has forced 
profits down so low that a manufacturer must 
do business in tremendous quantities in order 
to get a good total profit. It didn’t look good 
to me, and I passed on to the remaining three 
possi bilities. 

“ The third paper was mbeled jobbers. The 
business of the jobber is to collect grocery 
produce of all kinds except fresh fruft and 
vegetables, from the packers and manufac- 
turers and to resell them to the retail grocer. 
Some jobbers sell as many as 2,000 different 
articles or Mnes and the cost of selling each 
line te, therefore, relatively much lower than 
if a manufacturer attempted to put his men 
on the road to seil only his single brand. 

There are sixty-seven jobbers in Chicago, 
some of whom sell @> stores all over the 
country, but trade conditions are coming to a 
point where — are being confined to local 
business only. It le only a natural develop 
ment that small jobbing houses should spring 
up all over the country and that they should 
be able to undersell competitors doing busi- 
nes at a distance. 

“The growing habit of putting out a pri- 
vate brand is one method of saving the big 
houses from extinction in outlying territories. 
Without considerable capital and experience 
I. could not expect to make an impression 
on this highly competitive fleid, and 1 passed 
on to the consideration of the commission

* Once inside the dingy hole which served 
both as his private office and the cashier's 
cage, he lit the one gas jet, and. sitting on the 
edge of a box, said:

Nothing yet, Mr. Wiley,’ I replied, but 
it seems to me that by taking up each part 
of the business at a time, buying, selling, de- 
liveries, charge accounts, and so on we can 
find better ways of conducting the business 
as a whole. For instance, I noticed a case oft 
canned sausage in the storeroom today, and 
I haven't had a single call for the stuff in 
the last six months. Isn't there some way 
we can find out just what the public wants 
and not carry any dead stock?’ 

Wiler was not a man of quick action, and 
it took me an hour of hard talking to make 
him come to an understanding. What we 
finally agreed upon was that I was to receive 
my regular salary as usual, but at the end 
of the year I was to receive one-half of the 
profits beyond what the stere had earned. 
the previous year. I went home treading on 
air that night. I had an incentive to work 
now. .

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Mapped Out His Competitors. 

“My frst step was to get a large map of 
the city, which I hung on my wall, and then. 
getting out the directory, I marked the loca- 
tion of every grocery store in the city. This 
showed me at a glance who my competitors 
were and their strategic location. I visited 
each of these stores in turn during the next 
few days, and by keeping my ears and eyes 
open I gathered a great deal of information 


as to how they wert run, what values they “ 


offered, and how they treated their,-cus- 
tomers. 

The science of analysis had gotten into 
my system, and it became a habit in decid- 
ing upoh any new step. to put down on paper 
all arguments and figures I could gather 
concerning the matter. This habit of only 
making my plans after careful consideration 
and.then concentrating upon the accomplish- 
ment of what I had decided upon soon began 
to bring big results, not only in the physical 
appearance of the store, but in the better- 
ment of its service and stock, and finally in 
the sales sheets. 

“The first problem I set myself to solve 
was the one I had spoken of to Mr. Wiley— 
to ascertain just what the public wanted and 
to eliminate everything else. It js easy to 
say in a general way thatthey wanted sugar, 
crackers, vinegar, salt, and so on, but the 
exact amount of our yearly sales on each par- 
ticular line was what I wanted to ascertain. 

„Mr. Wiley did not then own a cash regie 
ter, and each day’s sales were laboriously 
gone over after the day's work was finished 
and the totals finally arrived at. The sales 
slips were then fastened together with a 
rubber band and tossed into a corner. 

“T began to spend my evenings in digging 
out, dusting off, and compiling these records, 
and though some of the bundles had been 
lost or destroyed, IT soon had an almost com- 
plete and detailed report of the last year’s 
work. It told me exactly what customers 
had bought and in what quantities. 

* | 

Buys Year's Supply at Great Saving. 

That report was one of the most valu- 
able. systems I ever devised, because by 
watching the datly market news in the pa- 
pers I could sometimes buy an entire year’s 
supply of a staple, such as sugar, at @ great 
saving. Where we had before bought cer- 
tain brands of soup, we will say, by the case.

sell during the year and make our. pur- 
chases accordingly, thereby getting the 
quantity discounts. 

“It also made me talkproof when jobbers 
salesmen offered me goods for which I 2 
there was little or no demand. It took the 
business out of the theoretical stage and

conditions. 

Further digest of this report showed me 
that people were more and more coming‘ to 
buy goods in packages, both for the sake of 
cleanliness. and convenience. Where olives 
were formerly. sold in a cardhoard pail, glass 
how took its place. Rolled oats, crackers, 
and dozens of other staples were bécoming 
almost unsalable in bulk, even though the 
people got more for their money when. they 
bought bulk goods. Crackers in bulk sold 
for about 6 cents a pound, and in packages 
for about 16 cents per pound.

“ Our selling methods underwent a rad- 
ical change. Whereas before thé policy had 
been to sen only to customers who happened 
to‘ drop in, we now became aggressive and 
went out after them. I found that compe- 
titiom and our geographical lécation limited 
us to a territory about a mile square and 
that the majority of our customers lived 
within a few blocks of the store. I Was con- 
fident, however, that we could intensively 
cultivate that square mile of territory. 

We began. a series of little advertising 
talks, which I had printed neatly on card- 
board and inserted in every package which 
Went out of the house. In these talks I at- 
tempted to emphasize in as few words as

possible the various advantages ot the store, 


price, quality, clerk service, cleanliness, de- 
liveries, and 80 on, 

“When these subjects were exhausted I 
obtained some good testimonials from well 
known customers and printed them. On 
Thursday afternoons, when the lady of the 
house was pretty sure to be at home, I had a 
crew of boys distribute these selling talks 
throughout a great part of the territory and 
had them collect all the names and addresses 
they: could find. : 

These prospects I afterward solicited by 
telephone, saying that we had a particularly 
fine shipment of something or other on hand 
at such a price, and asking for a trial order. 
When suth a solicitation succeeded, which 
it did ina surprisingly large number of cases. 
I, of course, saw to it that the goods were 
the very best in stock and that they were 
delivered immediately. Our telephone list 
oon grew to such proportions that I was 
forcect to put. in a: smal? switchboard. which 
<r paid for itself.

Gathers Ideas from Others. 


“When an old customer discontinued her 
trade with us, I at once called her by tele- 
phone, or, in some cases, personally, to find 
out the reasen if possible. There were few, 
if any, stores In the district which could 
beat us in price or service, and when a cus- 
tomer transferred her account, it was usually 
because of the Insolence of some driver or the 
inattention ofa clerk. The men quickly came 
to know that their shortcomings would be 
investigated and a wonderful improvement 
was the result. “It must not be supposed 
that every change I made in the old store 
was the produet of a few weeks’ time, for 
such was not the case. Some Ideas I gath- 
ered from the habit I acquired of spending 
part of my Spare time in -the evenings or 
on Sunday in going about to see what other 
merchants were doing. 

Other ideas were born of necessity. For 
instance, when the telephone order business 
increased to such an extent that I was forced 
to put on a special clerk to fill them, it became 
necessary to provide a place for him to work 
where he would have easy access to the stock 
and yet not get in the way of the other 
clerks, I had to reorganize my, whole layout. 
It had been my habit to keep most of our 
stock of a particular brand on the shelves. 
Naw. I changed this and made the main part 
of the store merely a sample room, with the 
bulk, of. the stock in a storeroom in the rear. 

Two dozen cans or so of a given brand 
eufficed for a neat display and gave us room 
to show many other lines to advantage. I did 
away with the old flour: sugar, and dry gro- 
eery bins and inserted glass tops in the 
‘counters, beneath which I put samples of 
these goods. At night the display stocks 
were replenished from the storeroom,

Tremendons Cash Business.

ALF a trillion barrel of cranberries 
are required to satisfy the nation’s 
eraving for ita favorite sauce. From 
the swamps of Wisconsin, New Jer- 
sey, and Massachusetts thie amount 
will have been marketed by Thankegiving 


“day. The crop is hand picked; there is yet 


to be invented the successful cranberry har- 
veeter. . 

Three-fiftlis of the cranberry eupply comes 
from Massachusetts, from 500 bage Glstrid- 
uted the length of Cape Cod. In 1911 Cape 
Cod prod 273,000 barrels; New Jersey, 
148,000, and Wisconsin, 38,000. The harvest 
from scattered swamps in other locafities 
is comparatively small. 

The tip of Cape Cod, stretching tte sand 
dunes. for twenty-five miles and being ow 
a big piece of the Atlantic ocean to make 
Massachusetts bay, is dotted with crap 
berry bogs. Abbott Nickerson, for years one 
of the famous growers of the Cape, boss of 
a score of swamps, and who knows the red 
berry. a8 no one else, gave me employ- 
ment on Wie Park-in-the“Weods bog near 
Orleans I picked cranberries, sorted them 
in the @wamp, screened them in the bog 
shanty, rolled the barrele up the bog bank, 
and piled them on a wagon hitched to a 
yoke-o¢ oxen. The dey began at d a. m. and 
ended at d p. m. When we knocked off 
I collected my wages—$1.6. 

During the three or four days tut followed 
I spent nearly that amount for liniment to 
rub on à sore back, stiff knees, and a cramped 
neck. For the novice there is no work under 
the gun more trying than cranberry picking.

Pickers Work on Knees. 

The average number of teeth in a scoop is 
fifteen, but this varies with the strength of 
the picker. I started to work with a twenty 
pronged scoop and twenty minutes ter 
changed it for one with ten teeth. 

Pickers get down on their knees, poke the 
teothed ecoop forward under the low vines 
and then tip it back, pulling the berries off. 


Probably a fourth of them fall to the ground. 


After every four or five strokes with the 
00h pickers stop and pick up the berries 
that have been knocked to the ground. 

Pickers generally une up and mow a strip 
acrogs the bog. I have seen as many as forty 
men and women on their hands and knees, 
the acoops-some of them aluminum tined— 
flastiing in the sunlight, and the crisp, snap- 
ping rattle of the berries sound the like 
of which you never hear elsewhere—audibie 
all over the bog.

Making Library Paste. 

“Will you at your convenience print a 
recipe for library paste that will not sour 
in a week and atiffen into uselessness? I 
use te daily in various ways, and it is 
not pleasant to be in a hurry to transfer a 
clipping to my household manual of daily 
helps and find a hard, foul smelling, gummy 
stuff in the paste pot. Then I must make 
fresh, or let the clippings go for the time. 
Many of the tales of lost éxtracts one 
meant to save’ are due to the lack of a 
paste that may be used at a minute's 
notice. 

“As you may see, you would be spared 
the nuisance. of ‘repeaters’ if you can 
supply this want. Anxa G.“ 

I, too, make constant use of paste, and 
want it to be ready at call. I have used 
for years that made according to the for- 
mula given herewith, and I know of no 
better. You should have wide mouthed 
jars with close tops for it, and keep the 
tops on, except when you are actually 
using the paste. Have the brush close at 
hand and moisten first with alcohol, then 
with water, before dipping into the paste. 

LIBRARY PASTE—Wet a cupful of good 
dried’ flour with cold water and stir to a 
smooth, soft dough. Have on the range a 


' pint of boiling water and stir the dough 


into this, a spoonful at a tile, mixing and 
beating to avoid lumping, until it is all in. 
If tt gets too stiff, add boiling water.. Cook, 
stirring all the time, for ten minutes. Take 
it off and beat in a generous teaspoonful of 
carbolic acid. Bottle it when ft is quite cold, 
If you dislike the odor and the associations 
excited: by carbolic acid, you may beat into 
the paste salicylic acid in like proportions,

“The distressing thing,- however, is that 
the vast majority of girls who are unable to 
get married must go out and become ‘ wage 
earners’ to support their homes, 

There are other facts, however, to con- 
sider besides the ever present one that an 
excess of labor must necessarily lower man's 
earning power, Indeed, it Is not too much to 
say that a preponderance of women in the 
United Kingdom hurts the country all around, 
and to an extent which few realize, and that 
it will be a far greater problem in the future. 

When a thing is plentiful it is lightly 
regarded and the same thing applies to the 
fair sex. It is sad, but true, nevertheless, 
that the more women there are the less are 
they valued. 

“It is an established fact that men are 


becoming less and less inclined to marry thaa 
they were, and this is one of the results of 


low wages. A sensible man will naturally 
refuse to get married on a wage which he 
considers insufficient for the purpose. 

A decrease in the marriage rate is quick- 
ly followed by-a decreased birth rate, and 
this, as everybody knows, is the most fatal 
thing which can happen to any community. 

“Marriage is a woman's natural sphere 
and going to work is man's, but this happy 
state of things will become more and more 
impossible so long as there W a large ma- 
jority: of: women over men in the coantiy, | 

“Great Britain, fortunately, is well ‘sup- 
plied with colonies and some day the mother 
country will make a determined effort to 
grapple with this problem and make it easier 
for our daughters who are left over to try 
their luck. overseas.”

ITHIN a week, iu accordance with 
custom, we will set aside our accus- 
tomed activities for à day and 
‘spend our time in attending athletic

Since our president and our governors

standpoint things are constantly gptting 
better. The average of human life is get- 
ting longer and the health of the people is 
constantly improving. Conditions that les 
than a generation ago were accepted as in- 
evitably bad have either been remedied or 
are being remedied, or men are now discon- 
tented with, all of which comes to about 
= same thing—eventual correction of the 
] 

Sometimes the battle against disease goes 
against us in some part of the field. Such 
has been the case this year, as in preceding 
years. But such setbacks are not defeats. 
They only call attention to the weak places 
in ‘the line and start reinforcements in the 
indicated directions. We can even be thank- 
fal for them if we regard them as guides, 
indicators, stimulators, and not as defeats. 

We have a long list of good things in the 
health line for which to be thankful. 

~o- 

For one thing, we can be thankful that 
we have known no devastating epidemic. It 
has been a generation (1879) since the peopie 
of the south have known what it was to 
have their section paralyzed by contagion. 
It has been more than forty years since any 
part of the union has been in the throes of 
an epidemic of cholera. It has been twenty 
years since smallpox has been bad except in 
limited parts of the country. 

Millions of people of thinking age know 
nothing of the ravages of violent epidemics 
except as they read of them. To them the 
stories told by the older people of the south 
of horrid incidents in yellow fever epidemics 
seem almost unbelievable. To them the 
stories that older residents of Chicago tell 
of the horrors of cholera seem like the stories 
of the middle ages. 

We can be thankful that herpes is ne 
longer our portion. 

Ls 

We read that at least a portion of the 
masterly inactivity of the Turkish army is 
because of cholera and typhus, which are 
slaying more than are cannons and rifles. 
We read that much of the ineffectiveness of 
the Diaz army in Mexico was due to typhus. 
Epidemic diseases are still meted out to those 
who have not learned the lessons of pre- 
ventive medicine. 

Plague threatened us this year from Cuba 
and Porto Rico. A single infected rat got 
into New Orleans. Not only did we of this 
country escape the disease, but we were of 
assistance in ridding Onba and Porto Rico 
of it. We can be Wankful that we eecaped - 
plague. 

Fourteen years ago our volunteer e 
at Chickamauga and Jacksonville were laid 
low by the hundreds from typhoid fever. 
The United States army has demonstrated 
its ability to prevent typhoid fever in sol- 
diers. We can confidently expect that our 
next war will be without a typhoid death 

te. At least it will be lower by long odds 
than the civilian rate. A soldier in the army 
or a sailor in the navy is much freer from 
danger of typhoid than a millionaire in his 
mansion. For that we can be thankful. 

The tide has turned in the venereal dis- 
ease situation in the army and navy. With- 
in the last two years the rate, which hitherto 
had been rising, began to fall. Within a 
few years we should be able to get it as low 
as the rate of the best European armies. 
In time civilian communities will learn 
methods of controlling venereal disease from 
the armies and navies. We can be thankful 
for the gain in the venereal disease situation 
in the army and navy.

The typhoid death rate of Chicago. ap- 


this year, and it may go as low as8. Cleve- 
land thinks its rate will drop to 5. Boston, 
Cincimnati,.and- several other American 
cities will have as low as 10. An American 
city with a typhoid rate of 20 now feels that 
it must apologize and explain. Twenty-one 
years ago the Chicago rate was 175. We can 
be thankful for the great improvement in 
id rates. 

Besides .typhoid, Chicago has not much 
tbe thankful for in the way of a compara- 
tive showing. Our rates for the preventible 
diseases are almost universally higher than 
last year. We have had more babies die and 
more babies have succumbed to diarrhea, 
but we have a renewal of our milk ordinance 
and we are hoping for better things next 
year. 


Other cities of te United States have 
been more fortunate than we have. Almost 
without exception they have had lower death 
rates, particularly among their babies, and

For 
this fear we can be.thankful. 

The best discussion at the congress on 
hygiene was that on infantile paralysis. A 
Freat deal of light on the contagiousness of 
the disease was shed by the paper of Petter - 
son of Swedén. Then Rosenau capped the 
climax by his proof that the disease was 
spread by stable flies, not house flies. Since 
that time Anderson has verified the eopclu- 
sions of Rosenau. 

By next summer there should be enough 
research to determine whether the stable 
Hy is the sole means of transmitting the 


disease. If so, its control should be easier 


than the control of yellow fever has proved 
to be since the mosquito theory hag been 
the basis of work. All in all, we Rave great

By reason ot the election. or Edward F. 
Dunne as governor we have reason to ex- 
pect a new state board of health in IIlinois. 
The Illinois board has not kept pace with 
the advance in public health procedures in 
the last ten years. In consequence the peo- 
ple of this state have not progressed in the 
control of tuberculosis as Wisconsin has, 
or in popular health education as Indiana 
has, or seen a quickening of health activi- 
ties as Michigan has. 

Chicago has had to make its fight for bet- 
ter health without the aid of, and oftentimes 
with the opposition of, the state board of 
health. Nevertheless, this body had such 
a hold on Gov. Deneen that it seemed neces- 
sary to oust the governor to get an up to 
date board of health. There seems a pros- 
pect of improvement in the state board of 
health in Illinois, and for that we have a 
right to be thankful.

After many vicissitudes the milk ordi- 
ngnces are back on the books. As they are, 
they are not only acceptable to the corpora- 
tion councel but they represent a material 
improvement over the old ordinances. Fur- 
thermore, the position of the ordinances is 
now much better than at first. the last 
five years many cities have adopted similar 
ordinances. Much investigation and re- 
search on milk has been done and all of it 


sustains the position taken in those ordi- | 


nances. The physicians who, not abreast 
of the times, talked so owlishly, have discov- 
ered their error and are less talkative. The 


fdrmers are discovering that they let the 


cow - buyers put it over them and are now 
suspicious of their high priced friends. All 
in all, the season of 1913 should be a season 
of good milk, and for that we have reason to 
be thankful.

The state factory inspection department 
has done excellent work in making working 
conditions safer against accident and occu- 
pational poisoning, and for that we should 
be thankful.

of Newport, R. I., who has hitherto 

been known as Mrs. Somerset Gough- 

Calthorpe, and whose husband, formerly a 

captain of the Royal Fusilier regiment, has 

just become Lord ‘Calthorpe through the 
death of his father. 

Hb will be able to take his seat at once in 
the house of lords, being more fortunate in 
this respect than his father. For when the 
latter succeeded his elder brother in the 
barony he had to wait the usual ten months 
before.taking his place among the hereditary 
legislators. 

True, the brother was 81 years old at his 
death, and had at the time recently cele- 
brated his golden wedding. But, although his 
widow was herself an’ octogenarian, neither 
the crown nor the upper chamber would take 
any chances, and it was not until a positive 
certainty had been acquired that this vener- 
able lady would not give birth to a posth- 
umous heir to the barony of Calthorpe, that 
her brother-in-law, the general, receted a 
summons from the eovereign to take his elder 
brother's seat in the house of lords.

The barony of Calthorpe was originally 
created in favor of Sir Henry Gough, second 
daronet of his line, who on the death of his 
maternal uncle, Sir Henry Calthorpe, and on 
inheriting the latter 's property. assumed with 
permission of the crown the name and arms 
of Calthorpe, in addition to his own. The 
Calthorpes hail from Norfolkshire, and Sir 
James Calthorpe, an ancestor of the new 
Lord Calthorpe, was knighted by Cromwell 
in 1636. With regard to the Goughs, they 
were originally merchants in London, and 
the founder of the house may be said to have 
been Sir Richerd Gough, who acquired a 
great fortune in the India and China trade 
and was knighted. by George I. 

The principel country seat of the Lords 
Calthorpe, to which the new peer now suc- 
ceeds, is Nvetham park, in Hampshire, 
where Edward VII., and likewise King 
George and Queen Mary have on frequent 
occasions been visitors. Elvetham park is 
celebrated for its golf inks. 

Another country seat of Lord Calthorpe is 
Perry hall, near Birmingham, which hes 
been in the Gough family for 200 years, one 
of its most distinguished owners and occu- 
pants having been Richard Gough, the fa- 
mouse antiquary of the early Georgian era, 
who on dying bequeathed his magnificent li- , 
brary and priceless-manuacripts of the eanly ' 
Saxon era to the University of Oxford.

The property which now comes into the 
possession of Lord Cakhorpe comprises a 
coneiderable amount of rea estate in the 
Clerkenwoll district of London, and several

The vigits to the hospitals, where the young 
women entertain the convalescent children 
for a short time on certain days of the week, 
will be continued. All of these visits are 
made in accordance with hospital rules and 
under the direction of the head nurse, that 
the regular routine of the hospital and the 
convalescence of the child may not be inter- 
fered with. 

These visits of the young women ot the 
league have cemented many friendships be- 
tween the visitors and the visited.

The United States public health service today 
ordered an investigation of the sewage pollu- 
tion of the Potomac river, which is held re- 
sponsible fer the contamination ef Chesa- 
peake bay oyster beds. Oysters from the 
lower Potomac and the adjoining portion of 
the bay have been under suspicion as typhoid 
fever carriers for some time and repeatedly 
have been condemned by the authorities en- 
forcing the pure food laws. 

Secretary Wileon of the department of 
agriculture recently characterized the Poto- 
mac as “nothing but a great big sewer.” 
The result has been a great slump tm the 

of the Chesapeake oyster and the 
oystermen along the bay are complaining. 

The result of the investigation probably will 
be the creation of 6 sewage disposal plant of 
the city of Washington, which ts the chief 
offenéer in polluting the Potomos.

GRIPPED BY WATER MONOPOLY, 
FRISCO APPEALS TO U.S. 


Golden Gate City, Oppressed by Corpere- 
tion, Wants to Build Aqueduct from 
Federal Park. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 2%3.—[Special.}-—- 
Gan Francisco has come te Washington te 
make an appeal for aid from the federal gov- 
ernment in ‘order to prevent its death as « 
city of the first importance. It wante the 
federal government to give assistance in ob- 
taining an adequate water supply not oniy 
for itself but for its neighbors around Sen 
Francisco bay. At the present time it is in 
the grip of a private water company and is 
paying more for its water than any city in 
the world. 

Two years ago thie company, the Spring 
Valley Water company, offered to sell its 
entire system to the city for $36,000,000. The 
offer was submitted at a bond election and 
was rejected by only 600 votes. The present 
city administration has offered the company 
$40,00,000 for its plant. The company admits 
in the two years since its offer wae rejected 
it has invested only $1,500,000 additional cap- 
ital, yet t now presents an inventory which 
values the system at $62,000,000. 

The people are indignant at the attempt te 
hold them up and are endeavoring to secure 
relief eleewhere. It is in a position where 
action must be taken promptly. Today 
there are districts in the city which are 
practically without water. Hundreds of 
women have complained that for weeks at 
a time they did not get enough water in their 
homes with which to wash their babies. 
Scores of families report that in order to 
‘get water tor breakfast they have to rise at 
1 and 2 o'clock in the morning and fill their 
coffee pote and pans to get enough Water 
for the days meals. This is due to the 
fact that the water during the daylight 
hours is consumed by the congested districts 
and there is not enough to supply the outside 
districts at the same time. 3 

In order to relieve itself from this condi- 
tion and the monopoly which is grinding it 
under foot dan Francisco is asking the privi- 
lege of taking water from the Hetch Hetehy 
valley, Which e located within the Yosem- . 
ite national park but which is not a part of 
the picturesque Yosemite valley. Twelve 
years ago the city inaugurated this plan to 
bring Sierra water into ita arid peninsula. 
A succession of obstacles was interposed. 
Now the city, through a committee of . 
perts, proposes to acquaint Secretary of the 
Interior Fieher with the facts and ask him 
to iasue u permit under which a water supply’ 
of 400.000.000 gallons a day may be developed 
at u cost of $45,000,000.

When at home these 
cowboys ride the ranges south of the Glacier 
park country, making their headquarters at 
the Riverside ranch. 

This organization was formed about six 
years ago when Heinſle Houle was tem- 
porarily laid up after a fall from a bucking 
broncho. Heinie had some musical knowl- 
edge and could play a cornet, and so he put 
his spare time to good use by practicing on the 
instrument. A group of musical cowboys 
gathered around him and elected him their 
leader.

PAY $12,244,000 FOR LABOR. 


More than One-third of the Farmers 
in the State of Kentucky 
Hire Help. 


Over one-third of the farmers in Kentucky 
hire labor and the total expenditure is $12,- 
244.000, or an average of about $134 for each 
farmer reporting hired labor. 

Of the total amount expended, $2,237,000 is 
in the form of rent and board. During the 
decade, 1899 to 1909, the total expenditure for 
labor increased by $5,631,000, or 85.1 per cent. 

About one-fourth of all farmers report some 
expenditure for feed, and 21.9 per cent report 
the purchase of fertilizer. The total amount 
expended for feed is $4,015.000. 

The total amount, $1,851,000, reported as 
paid for fertilizer, shows an increase of 
$442,000, or 48.7 per cent, since 1899. The 
expenditure for fertilizer now averages $23.79

The climate of Louisiana is that of the low 
lying gulf states generally. The winters are 
mild, without snow and ice; the summers 
long and semi-tropical, The rainfall is amply 


rigation is, however, used In the cultivation 
of rice, but only for the purpose of destroy- 
ing vegetation. 

Louisiana ranks twenty-fourth in popula- 
tion and thirty-first in land area among the 
states. The entire area of the state lies at 
an altitude of less than 500 feet above sea 
level, while the average altitude is estimated 
at 100 feet. 

Nearly one-third of the state consists of the 
alluvial bottom lands of the Mississippi and 
Red rivers and their principal tributaries. 
Only a small portion of these alluvial bottoms 
rises more than fifty feet above tide level. 
The northern and northwestern portions of 
the state and a small area in the extreme 
eastern portion comprise the rolling to some- 
what hilly coastal plain region bordering 
the alluvial bottoms. 


Bottoms of High Fertility. 
Immediately along the eastern bank of the 
Mississippi river there occurs a small area 
of the silty, yellow loam known as loess. 
The southwestern portion of the state com- 
prises a low, undulating partion of the coast- 


sufficient for all agricultural purposes. Ir-

“Within the alluvial. bottoms fine sandy 
loams and loam solle occur at the higher

Wherever@rainage has been perfécted these 
solls of the alluvial bottoms have p | 
to be of high fertility. The solls of the Foll- 
Ing coastal plain are chiefly sands and sandy 
loams, although some clay soils are also 
found. A large part of this section is still 
forested. The prairie region in the south- 
western portion of the state is occupied 
principally by a gray silty loam soil, which 
has been: irrigated extensively for the pro- 
duction of rice. A small portion of the state 
is comprised within the flatwoods section of 
the coastal plain. 


Cotton the Leading Crop. 

The leading field crops, ranked in the order 
of ‘their importance, as judged by value, are: 
Cotton, $17,325,000; corn, $16,480,000; rough 
rice, $8.053.000; hay and forage, $2,433,000; 
sweet potatoes and yams, $2,358,000, and po- 
tatoes, $924,000. The acreage of corn is more 
than four-fifths that of the combined cereals, 
and its value about two-thirds of their com- 
bined. value. Rice has an acreage about one- 
sixth and a value about one-third as great as 
the combined cereals. 

Louisiana is alive to the necessity of at- 
tracting a good class of farmers to the state 
to take up the 20,000,000 acres of fertile land 
now lying idle. The public lands remaining 
can only be acquired Hy complying with cer- 
tain conditions laid dong by law. A copy of 
act No. 215, of the legislature of 1908, relat- 
ing to the manner in which state lands may 
be procured, can be had upon application. 


Average Price of Land Low. 

The school lands are few and those remain- 
ing unsold are controlled by the schoo! boards 
of the various parishes. They are careful 
about disposing of them at the present time, 
and the lands are only sold at public auction 
after due advertisement in the parish official 
journal. Due to the isolation of the few re- 
maining tracts of state lands and their un- 
desirability from an agricultural standpoint, 
the entry of any of them for settlers is not 
advised. ‘ 

The lands in private ownership vary largely 
in size of tracts and prices. The cut over

The wet or swamp lands, unrecidimed, bring 


from $5.to.$15 per acre, and reclaimed lands 
bring from $75 to $150 per acre. 

Lands can be procured for alt cash or part 
cash ror a term of from four to ten years. 
Lande can be rented either on a basis of 
one-fourth of the crop grown or for cash, 
from $3 up per acre, this amount being pay- 
able when the crop is harvested. For the 
state as a whole, the average value of farm 
land per acre is $18. In twenty-six of the 
parishes the average is from $10 to $25. 

There are a number of agricultural societies 
throughout the state, and also experiment 
stations maintained at the expense of the 
state, where field men furnish information 
to all the farmers. The United States gov- 
ernment also cojperates with the state au- 
thorities in helping the farmers to make a 
success of their farms.

APPLE CROP OF ARKANSAS 
WORTH $1,323,000 TO STATE. 


Number of Farms Growing Trees Is 
2,980,398, 46.8 Per Cent of Total in 
the United States,

The sumber of apples produced in Arkan- 
sas for the year 1900 wae 2,296,000 bushels. 
valued at $1,828,000 an average of 57.62 
cents a bushel. In thie regard Arkansas 
ranks twentieth among the states in the 
number of bushels of apples produced in 
1909 and twenty-second in the value of the 
crop. ) 

According to the statistics issued there are 
67,716 farme in Adkansas, which reported 


bearing age, an average ot 113 fruit baring 
trees to a farm. There were 46,304 farms, 
which reported 3,940,000 apple trees not of 
bearing ate, an average of 8% nonbearing 
trees to the farm. On June 1, 1900, there 
were 7,486,000 apple trees of bearing age in 
the state. The number of nonbearing trees 
was not reported. 

In 1910 there were 2,060,398 farms reporting 
the growing of apple trees, or 46.8 per cent 
of the total number of farms in the United 
States. The average number of trees per 
farm is given as 61. No report was received 
in 1900 showing the number of farms report- 


ing.

Millions of Acres at $10, Al- 
though Price Rapidly Is Go- 
ing Higher, Says Expert. 


(Continued from first page.) 
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tain spurs, some of which are very wide and 
some are narrow. It is in these valleys and 
on the lower slopes of the mountains that 
the cultivable cut over lands occur. As in 
Minnesota, but little attention is being given 
to these cut over lands by way of clearing 
them and reducing them to cultivation. ‘This 
explains why they may be obtained at an 
outlay of a few dollarsanacre. But enough 
has been done to prove their high agricul- 
tural value. 

These lands will produce most excellent 
crops of. winter wheat, oats, barley, rye 
speltz. spring wheat, and peas. The soil ise 
sandy loam, inclining to a gravelly loam, and 
in some places it partakes of the nature of 
volcanic ash. In the upper Flathead valley 
good crops of winter wheat and other graing 
are being grown on land that has been 
cropped continuously for more than twenty 
years and Without any fertflization. 

The yields of winter wheat run from twenty 
to forty bushels an acre. Crops have been 
grown on such land that went more than 
fifty bushels an acre. Clover, timothy, and 
alfalfa grow exceedingly well. Very large 
crops of peas and barley are produced; hence 
the high adaptation of these cut over lands 
to dairying and growing swine. 
| Fruit Early on Tree, 

All kinds of fruits come into bearing at an 
early age in the Ufe of the tree or plant. 
When properly cared for the trees fruit every 


rear and the fruitage is enormous. In many 


instances this is so great as to be a real an- 
noyance because of the labor involved in 
thinning the fruit if the proper size in the 
fruit Is to be attained. In the Flathead val- 
ley as much as $1,000 per acre has been ob- 
tained from the crop of a well cared for apple 
orchard in a single year. 

The soil and climate are equally well adapt- 
ed to the growing of vegetables of many 
kinds. By combining truck farming with 
poultry keeping and the growing of small 
fruits, such as strawberries and raspberries, 
a few acres, not more than say ten, will fur- 
nish an excellent livelihood and eventually 
a good bank account to those who are willing. 
to give the labor called for. 

The shipping facilities are at hand. The 
main line of the Great Northern railway runs 
“hrough the center of this region. Its 
branches are being pushed into all the areas 
virtuajly where agriculture may be practiced, 
thus opening avenues to the markets of the 
east and of the west. The one drawback is 
the cost of removing the stumps in clearing 
the land, which at contract prices would sel- 
dom exceed $50 per acre, 


Washington and Oregon Alike. 

The agricultural conditions in Washington 
and Oregon on the cutover lands are so near- 
ly similar that they made be considered to- 
gether. From the eastern border of Ida ho to 
the Columbia river and northward from be- 
low the line of the Great Northern railway 
to the Canadian border, the conditions are 
not greatly different from those just described 
in Montana. The conformation is very sim 
lar, consisting as it €oes of mountain and 
valley land, and watered by mountain 
streams. This area extends westward about 
200 miles. The rainfall is usually large 
enough to grow crops without irrigation, but 
in many places irrigation waters are avail- 
able. 

In Oregon the region lying between the Cas- 
cade and Coast Range of mountains has a 
somewhat similar formation. This does not 
include the northern part of the Willamette 
valley, which has long been farmed, but the 
more broken country southward to the Cali- 
fornia line, and it also includes some of the 
area at the eastern base of the Cascade 
mountains, although in the latter the rain- 
fall ig less, but it has a very large area of 
land that may be irrigated and that is soon 
going to be thus handled. The lands in this 
area are very cheap when of the nonirrigable 
class. 

The lands that may be irrigated are more 
costly, but in many localities prices asked 
are not dear for such lands when the produc- 
tion of the same is taken into account. They 
will grow alfalfa with yields running from 
three to six tons per acre per year. This al- 
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faifa may de made to give a gross return of 
$15 a ton at the present time when judiciously 
fed to high class dairy cows. Without irrt- 
gation the alfalfa crop will run from two to 
three tons per acre. On the irrigated land 
clover and the grasses grow excellently well. 
They may algo be grown in good form on the 
unirrigated lands. but of course on these the 
yields are much less. 1 


Adapted to Fruits. 


This region in both states is especially well 
adapted to the growing of fruits. Of the large 
fruits the list includes apples, pears, peaches. 
prunes, and apricots. It is proverbially an 
apple, pear, and prune producing area. The 
Spitzenberg and other varieties of high class 
apples are unexcelled, and in a mature or- 
chard 1,000 boxes (bushelg):is not an uncom- 
mon yield. No place on the American conti- 
nent can excel thisarea for growing cherries. 
One tree well grown produces enough to sup- 
ply a family. It is well adapted to the grow- 
ing of grapes of many kinds. Plums grow 
equally wel with prunes. In some areas of 
Oregon the English walnut has proved a de- 
cided success. 

The small fruits include ail kinds that can 
be grown ina temperate clime. Some areas 
have already become famous for the excel- 
fence of the strawberries produced and for the 
large yields obtained. From one acre $300 to 
$400 is metted in a single year. The Logan- 
berry also flourishes well. This excellent and 
productive fruit is probably not well known 
as yet to people across the Atlantic. There 
fruits are grown on both Irrigated and non- 
irrigated lands, When the latter are cleared 
and laid dgwn to fruit they will at all times 
sell readily at an advance over the cost of 
the lands and the cost of clearing added. 

The mild character of the climate in this 
area is indicated in the character of the 
fruits grown, as peaches, grapes, and the 
more delicate varieties of cherries and plums. 
To Mustrate this feature further, it may be 
mentioned that potatoes are in some in 
stances planted in the late autumn. The srow 
that falls soon melts, save on the mountains. 
The grain crops are seldom or never injured 
by rains in harvest. 


High Humidity West of Range. 


The extensive region west of the Cascades 
in Washington and of the coast mountains in 
Oregon and extending to the Pacifle ocean 
has avery humid climate. The rainfall runs 
all the way from forty to fifty inches annu- 
ally, up to more than seventy inches. The 
original forests were densely covered with a 
large class of pine and fir trees, including 
some other varieties of soft woods, hence the 
stumps on the cutover lands are usually

These lands are covered 
principally with a growth of cottonwood. The soil formation 
is rich, alluvial silt, with a gravelly sub-soil and in some cases 
clay. The clearing should be comparatively inexpensive, and 
the land should grow magnificent crops. 


“The trip up the river is one not to be forgotten. The 
climate appears to be mild and equable. The deciduous trees 
are all coming into leaf. I should estimate that it is not more

clearing is light, and should average from $25 to $100 per acre. 
Péavine and other vegetation was growing luxuriantly, being 
nearly one foot in height. The country is well watered with 
numerous creeks. 


We left the launch at Gwinoha and walked to Aiyansh, 
fording the river Kshiquinmahl, a glacier-fed mountain 
stream. There is unlimited power for electrical purposes in 
this river. Aiyansh is two or three miles past the river, an 
ideal location. The name of the place signifies Eternal 
bloom,’ and it is indeed justly named. Wild flowers are already 
out, and vegetation generally luxuriant. It is quite a large 
Indian settlement when they are all home, and number about 
500. Many fine glaciers may be seen from Aiyansh. To the 
south the Seeaxe Valley stretches, and contains a very large 


area of first-class agricultural land. Across the river to the 


west of this valley are the lava plains which are estimated to 
be about 130 years old, at which time there must have been 
an eruption from a neighboring mountain. The old crater is 
supposed to be what is now the lake, called Lava Lake. 


IMMENSE AREA 


“East of Aiyansh the Naas Valley stretches, a wide beauti- 
ful tract of country. for 30 or 40 miles, and must contain 
probably as much as 500,000 acres of land, the majority of 
which cannot be excelled for agricultural purposes. This 
valley is divided into two separate valleys by a ridge; that on 
the north, for a distance of over 20 miles from Aiyansh, is a 
pre-emption reserve; that to the south is taken up by purchase. 
This latter comprises the best land in the valley. If the com- 
pany that owns it institute a land settlement policy, it will 
be a good thing, otherwise it is a pity that this valuable land 
was not available for pre-emption purposes. 


„The country hereabouts rises from the river in a series 
of plateaus or benches, the quality of the land being generally 


good. Of gravelly and stony land there is very little. Samples 
of soil taken by means of the soil auger which we carried show 
a sandy loam, with sandy soil as the poorest: land, and river 
silt varying in depth to six feet, with friable clay sub-soil, and 
in some cases gravelly. sub-soil as the richest. The ground is 
principally covered with a growth of willows, alder, birch, 
poplar and hemlock, and would cost at a rough estimate 
from $10 to $100 to clear. .On the river level the timber is 
heavier; cost of clearing therefore would be higher. The 
phases of agriculture which would probably be best adapted to 
this country are, first, small fruit and vegetable produce; 
second, dairying; third, poultry raising, and, in fact, general 
mixed farming. The growing season, considering the latitude, 
is fairly long, and the growth would be very rapid during the 
season, considering temperature and length of days. : 


A GREAT FUTURE 


„To summarize, I may say that these valleys have a great 
future ahead of them as a feeder for the coast cities, and also 
of the prairie provinces on completion of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway. Owing to their nearness to the markets of 
the middle west, there will be a great future in small fruits 
and vegetables, which should grow as well here as in any part 
of the province, and better than many. It is primarily a 
country for small fruits. Hay and grain crops will ripen well 
and should yield heavily. The country is also particularly 
well adapted to dairying, especially the lower Naas Valley. 
When these valleys are opened up by railway connection, they 
will forge rapidly to the front, and prove somę of the most 
productive valleys. in the whole province, and provide homes 
for thousands of settlers. I understand that railway construc- 
tion is likely to be proceeded with in the near future through 
these. valleys, and it certainly will be a good thing when this 
is put into effect.”

Celery bas already been grown in a limited 
way in the giade lands; potatoes of a quality 
mot to be excelled can be grown in almost 
unlimited quantities in Préston and other up- 
land counties; and the marvelous success of 
the few growers along the Ohio, the Great 
Kanawha, and other rivers in the produc 
Don of cantaloupes, watermelons, cabbage, 
@weet potatoes. and many other vegetables 
@hows the adaptability of the alluvial boutom 
bands for their culture. 

@o far the growing of garden truck has re- 
‘ getived much less attention in West Virginia 
@tham the growing of either field crops or fruit. 
The rich alluvia) bottom lands along the riv- 
ace bave been devoted almost wholly to the 
production of corn and other fleld crops in an 
extensive way, and the upland glades have 
been sown to grasa. 

Average Farm Value. 

‘The average value of a Wen Virginia farm, 
inchiding ite equipment, has advanced dur- 
img the last decade from $2,196 to $3,255; of 
thie latter sum §2,736 represents the value of 
and and buildings, $448 the value of live 
stock, and $78 the value of implements and 
machinery. 

During the last decade the average value of 
land and buildings hag increased $10.57 an 
acre, and is now about one time and two- 
thinde as great as in 1900 It has increased 
eontinuously since 1870. 

Seven out of every ten farms are between 
twenty and 174 acres in size. Rather more 
than one-fourth of the total number of farms 
in the state are between fifty and ninety-nine 
gere in size. The next largest group con- 
aists of the twenty to forty-nine acre farms, 
which constitute 21 per cent of the total. 
Hardy leas numerous are the farms between 
100 and 174 acres, constituting 20.6 per cent 
of the total.

Over two-fifthe of the farmers hire labor, 
and the average amount expended by those 
hirimg 16 $91.09. Of the amount reported as 
ert for labor $832,000, or 20.6 per cent, isin 
the form of rent and board, and during the 
ten year period 1890-1000 the total expendi- 
tures for labor about doubled. About two 
farmers out of every five report some expan- 
ture for feed in 1000, and one out of every 
four reports the purchase of fertilizer. The 
average expenditure for fertilizer per farm 
reporting is $22.07, or about one and one-third 
times as much as was thus spent in 1890. 


Soils in Variety. 


The state's great range of altitude, together 
with its variety of soils and its diversity of 
physical features generally, constitutes the 
aren one of exceptional adaptability to all 
manner of outdoor employments. 

The plant and anima! life of the state are 
guch as may be found between the soutbern 
border of Virginia to a latitude far beyond 
the southern boundary line of Canada and 
the vegetable and anima! products of the ro- 
gion are as varied and as excellent as can 
be found in any area of equal extent in this 
corntry. 

Farmers—who have predominated in num- 
bers over those of any other employment— 
have before them the choice, aecording to the 
location of their lands, of raising any one 
or more of the cereals, or of growing tobacco, 
buckwheat, fruits, or garden vegetables in 
paying quantities; of grazing sheep or cattle 
upon their rich pasture lands. or of devoting 
their energies to the production of poultry 
and dairy products. 

There seem to be at least three lines of 
agricultural employment — namely: fruit 
growing, truck growing, or vegetable gar- 
dening, and dairying that promise specially 


attractive returns to those who engage in“ 


them at this time in West Virginia. 


Enormous Natural Resources. 


The state may be called new in that ite 
enormous natural resources, including coal. 
oll, gas, lumber, clays, building stones, eto. 
are as yet far from exhausted. Im the de- 
velopment. of these resources numerous 
towns have sprung up, and railroads have 
been pushed into many undeveloped sections. 

This development has necessitated the 
bringing in of thousands of laborers. Many 
land owners in the state also, instead of 
turning their attention to the production of 
food for the laborers on public works, have 
themselves been attracted by the wages 
offered by developers and have abandoned 
the tilling of their farms. Thie his caused 
a dearth of home grown food products and 
has tended to establish local markets of un- 
usual excellence.

Into Smaller Farms. | 


South 13 has the mild winters and 
warm summers of the South Atlantic states. 
The climate varies somewhat with the alti- 
tude of the various sections of the state. 
nearness to the sea, etc. In the low coset 
region the cold of winter and the heat of sum- 
mer are modified by the sea, while in the 
center of the state the summer temperature 
is high. 

In the northwest corner of the state there 
is almost a mountain climate. The mean 
temperature of winter for the entire state is 
46 degrees, the summer mean 79 degrees. 
Rainfall is generally ample throughout the 
year for all crops, the mean annual precipl- 
tation being about 49 inches. The heaviest 
rainfall ordinarily occurs in the summer 
season. 

South Carolina ranks twenty-sixth in pop- 
ulation and thirty-eighth in land area among 
the states. Its surface, of which fully three- 
fifths is included within the coastal plain. 
rises from sea level to altitudes of 2,000 feet 
in the extreme northwestern portion of the 
state. The coast line is bordered by a series 
of low islands and by a broad strip of the 
* flatwoods ’’ portion of the coastal plain, 
which has in this state.a width of fifty or 
sixty miles. In the central part of the state 
the higher and more rolling portions of the 
coastal plain, where it borders upon the 
Piedmont section, rises to altitudes of 800 
and 350 feet. 

The average value of farm land per acre 
for the state as a whole 18 $19.89. There are 
twenty-six among the forty-three counties 
of the state in which the average value is 
$10 to $25 per acre. The average is less than 
$10 per acre in six counties, two of which 
lie in the north central part of the state, three 
tn the eastern part, and one in the southern 
part. The average is $25 to $50 per acre in 
ten counties, four in the northwestern part of 
the state and six in the eastern part. In 
Marlboro county alone, in the eastern part 
of the state, does the average value exceed 
$50 per acre. , J 

The average size of a South Carolina farm 
decreased continuously from 541.2 acres in 
1850 to 76.6 acres in 1910, a rate of about 7.7 
acres per year. In 18530 the plantation | 
was the common farm unit in a large part of 
the state. During the last forty years most 
piantations have been divided gradually into 
smaller parcels of land, operated largely by 
terants. 

The average value per farm is $2.223, of 
which $1,887 represents the average value of 
land and buildings, $256 that of live stock, 
and $80 that of implements and machinery.

To them 
ip allotted the buge task of feeding some 
ninety-odd millions of people. Of these six 
million farmers one-half million are mem- 
bers of co-operative societies for the assemb- 
‘ng, distributing, marketing and manufac- 
ture of their own products. The benefits to 
the farmers themselves by this co-operation 
have been so great as to fully justify the 
wisdom of their course. And when you come 
te consider that this co-operative movement 
is only a little over twenty years old, can 
you dowbt that these half million farmers 
will in time become a majority of the farm- 
ere of the country instead of simply eight 
per cent of the total number, as they are 


today? 


THE OLD DAYS. 

A hundred years ago the farmer was an 
ective manufacturer of the products he 
grew. At that time farming wee half pro- 
@ucing and halt manufacturing. The farmer 
manufactured his grain inte flour and pro- 
@uced and manufactured his own butter. 
cheese, mutton, and wool. He manufactured 
hie socks and his mittens and often all of the 
clothes for the family. He manufactured 
his tallow into candles, his hides into leather. 
his leather into shoes and harness. His um- 
ber, grown by himself, he made into fuel 
and lumber and the lumber he made into 
fences, houses, and furniture. In thoee days 
he was the master of his own industrial king 
@om. | 

As time went on, however. the city man 
found that he could make a fortune by taking 
the burden from the farmer—by making his 
Gothe, his butter and cheese, his harness, 
his fences—in fact. everything—and selling it 
back to him. And the farmer was glad that 
the day of drudgery was passed and yielded 
readily to the new order of things. Se the 

ty man, the manufacturer, made money at 
the expense of the American farmer, and the 
Itter began to pay a higher price each year 
for everything he used, until today he is the 
largest consumer and pays the bighest prices 
of any farmer in the world. 


EVOLUTION OF CO-OPERATIVE 


IDEA. 


AB of the co-operative movements spring 
from the same motive—vis.; that of self- 
Retterment. And yet, curlously enough, the 
@anaition of the farmer fram a grower into 
@ manufacturer preceded the entire co-opera- 
tive movement.

NECESSITY URGED FARMERS 
TO ACT. 


Co-operation was absolutely necessary for 
the successful manufacturing of dairy prod- 
ucte, and in the state of Wisconsin today 
there are 1,000 local creameries, the average 
membership for each creamery being eighty- 
three. while the average number of cows per 
creamery is 767. And there are 1,028 cheese 
factories, supplied by 228 cows per factory, 
and twenty-one farmers per factory. Of 
course, only some of these factories are 
owned by the farmers, but the entire effort 
lg of self co-operative. 


Look at the situation in Europe. 

The farmers of Denmark have been con- 
spicuously euccessful in running packing 
plants of thelr own. Not long ago their co- 
operative pork packing house fought and de- 
feated a British bacon trust formed te beat 
down the price of Danish meate in Engtand, 


Germany has 8,354 co-operative farmers’ 
banks. with 1,500,000 members. Belgium has 
286 banks, with six central banks and 18.000 
members. Austria hag over 2,000 of these 
banks. Finland has 51. Italy has 1.700, with 
476,000 members. Hungary and Switzerhend 
have a large number, They ere increasing 
each year. 


Ttaly has 750 co-operative dairies and 
créameries, Holland has 530, Germany 1,682, 
Sweden 430, Norway 650. Finland 72 Aus- 
tria, Hungary, and France have their quota, 
and little Denmark, the richest farming 
country per capita in Europe, hag 37,100. 


MOVEMENT IN UNITED 
STATES. 


Before 1890 groups ef farmers were meet- 
| ing in hundreds of communities in the north 
central states and discussing the question of 
railroad regulation and the storage of grain. 
They brought about the most wonderful] re- 
forms which have been secured by any coun- 
try at any time Out of it all grew the dif- 
ferent state railway and warehouse commis- 
stons, the interstate commerce commission, 
the anti-trust legislation. and various other 
measures for popular government. 


But better even than all these reforme— 
the farmers mace up their minds to help 
themselves directly by bullding elevators of 
their own, and after many uphill ighte with 
the rallroads and private eleva tors the firat 
farmers’ elevators in the United States were 
etarted about twenty-three years ago. To- 
Gay $20,000,000 is invested ip farmers’ eic- 
vaters and warehouses ip the north central 
states. doing a gross selling business of $250, . 
000,000 4 year. 


THE FARM MACHINERY 
PROBLEM.

fact, there ie not enough money in the whole 
world te pay him even half his price. 


Comparing his wealth with that of the 
big industrial combinations, the American 
farmer has found that he earned enough 
in seventeen days to buy out the Standard 
Ou Company, and enough in fifty days to 
wipe Andrew Carnegie and the Steel Com- 
pany off the industria! map. He had enough 
money to do anything he wanted. You see 
he was beginning to figure in the aggregate 
himself. His farmers’ elevators and co-op- 
erative creameries had taught him the value 
of money in the aggregate. 


This was the only real money. Himself 
in the aggregate amounted to something— 
the biggest something in the werk. But 
alone, merely as an individual, separate, 
aloot, he did not cut much of a figure. 80 
here wae reason number one why he should 
take hold of the task of making his own 
farm machinery. 


HIGH PRICES OF MACHINERY 
SET FARMERS TO 
„ THINKING. 


Other reasons? Well, the high prices of 


machinery had begun to gall him, even if he 
could afford to pay the price. Then, again, 
were not the first inventors of modern farm 
machinery themselves farmers? Jethro 
Wood. the inventor of the modern plow, was 
a Quaker farmer of New York State. Cyrus 
McCormick and C. W. Marsh built their firat 
reapers in a barnyard on a farm. 


Here was the whole thing in a nutshell. 
Ine American farmer had been so busy feed- 
ing his 90,000.000 children that he had over- 
looked the fact that he was losing one of the 
‘big opportunities of his life. 


Just think of it. The very man who knew 
most about this business and who had qrigi- 
nated most ef the labor-saving devices in 
use oo his own farm was actually not in the 
game. And, the farmer could not get into 
the game. He could not get into the game 
end get a square deal. notwithstanding all 
bis surplus cash. He was being expioked. 
He wes being made a fool of. They were 
playing with his money. When they wanted 
more of it, all they had to do was to add a 
little on to the price of the reaper, and presto 
—they had his money with the same case as 


of figures representing his wealth. and he 
found that it he wanted to quit and ge ent | 


hold-up man when he catches bie un- 
armed victim and with pointed revolver bids 
him stand and deliver. 

But, why prolong the argument? The 
American Farmer 1, perhaps, long suffering 
and patient. but he simply got tired holding 
up hie handa It would have been different 
if he bad gothing tn his pockets, as was the 
ease in former years, “The man with noth- 
ing in his pockets cen whistle in the presence 
of the robber.” But now it was different with 
the farmer. His pockets were bulging with 
his own wealth. And, it was in an effort to 


tor himself and his posterity that he went 
te business of manufacturing his own me- 
chinery. 

The ‘Independent Harvester Company of 
Plano, with its twenty-fve thousand mem- 
bere, with ite branch egencies in thirteen 
different states, machinery ssies approxt- 
mating over half a million dolars annually, 
end turning out 22 different machines, is the 
result of this mort on the part of the Ameri- 
cam Farmer to get inside of his own kingdom.

Why Plano, Illinois, was chosen as the 
place where the American farmer issued his 
firet defi to the harvester trust by starting an 
implement factory of his own, which hes 
grown in six years to enormous proportions, 
is easily told, For Plano is the cradle of the 
fret American reaper. It was built in 1848 
on the old Steward homestead by Marcus 
Steward and John Hollister, Marcus Steward 
being the grandfather of William Deering 
Steward, the present Mayor of Plane. This 
machine cut twenty-five harvesta. Then, 
in 18657, Plano became the birthplace of 
the second American reaper, the Marsh 
Harvester, invented by C. W. and W. W. 
Maresh. The Marsh brothera, who made 
the frst plan of their machine in their home 
town of DeKalb, III., built 4 dozen machines 
in 1860. The machines proved too frail) far 
the harvest of that year, and the Marah 
brothers were on the point of giving up, when 
they prevailed upon Lewis Steward, son of 
Marcus Steward, to help them. Four many 
years Marsh harvesters were manufectured 


in Plano. large factories were built there, and |

Why should not Piano, the home and birth- 
place of fifty per cent of the component parts 
of the present harvester trust. havea factory 
managed and owned by the farmers them- 
selves, a factory that would never sell out to 
a trust or merger? 

On Jan. 11, 1906, W. C. Thompson made a 
proposition to the Kendell County Farmers’ 
Institute for the organization of the Farm- 
ers’ Independent Harvester Company of 
Plano. He recommended that this company 
be owned, managed, and operated upon a co- 
operative profit-sharing plan by the farmers 
of the United States It was decided at this 
meeting that the time had come for the 
farmer to go into the manufacturing busi- 
ness. They were tired of purchasing farm 
implements at prices that were not regu- 
lated by values given. 

This small gathering of farmers started a 
co-operative movement among themselves 
that hes grown to over 25,000 stock holders, 
located in twenty states: and six years ago 
there were less than half a hundred.

nion. He was as large as the skipper and s It took a day and two nights to reach Mukden, 
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western world far behind. I was in a monumental 
Eastern bazaar, overcrowded with barracks, hospitals 
and gambling houses, and tormented by a ceaseless 
clamor, such as I have never heard since. The city 
was a tangle of closely packed, one-story houses, 
intersected by three main streets, and with a network 
of innumerable back alleys. The brilliant coloring 
of the costumes and uniforms, the tinkling temple 
bells, the theaters with their great gongs to attract 
the passers-by, the roaring of the guns from the dis- 
tance and the moans of the wounded — all made a 
monstrous impression upon me. It seemed as if 
human life meant nothing here. 

During my few weeks in Mukden, I got many 
glimpses of the horrors of war. I stayed at the 
house of a young Chinaman, a mile out of the city, 
with my friend, Colonel S.; and we were soon in 
touch with all the members of our revolutionary or- 
ganization. We arranged a meeting in a Buddhistie 
temple, where a resolution was adopted that every- 
thing possible should be done to create chaos in the 
Russian army. This was one of my most dangerous 
undertakings; for if I had been detected at that time, 
I should have been shot the next day. 

On October 8, I received instructions to start for 
the front and to join the First European Army 
Corps, which formed part of the reserves. I arrived 
in the evening at the village of San-Lintse, twelve 
wersts southeast of Mukden. I passed the night in 
the tent of a colonel, a member of our organization. 
But, on October 11, I moved with the Sixth Regi- 
ment of Siberian Cossacks to a village four wersts 
farther in, near the headquarters of General Kuro- 
patkin. On October 12 artillery fire began early in 
the morning. This was my first experience of real 
war. The day was clear; but the atmosphere was 
heavy with the odor of smoke and blood. From a 
kopje in front of our position, I got a splendid view 
of the fighting. To the east, a succession of brown 
hills were like the waves of an angry sea; to the west 
was a wide plain, dotted with little black groups of 
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infantry. In the center of the plain, a battery was 
engaged in an uninterrupted duel with a Japanese 
battery. As I watched, it received a hail of shells, 
which exploded with an ear-splitting erash and spread 
destruction and death. In the extreme distance were 
the peaceful hills of Yantay. The firing of the bat- 
teries continued until. late in the evening. The in- 
fantry then retired to the southwest. 

In the night it rained heavily, the noise of the 
thunder mingling with that of musketry. News of 
terrific fighting arrived continuously. The wounded 
began to pass our camp. I could hear distinctly 
their groans and eries. On the roadside, I found 
here and there the corpses of those who had died in 
the ambulances, or from exhaustion. A young sol- 
dier writhed in the shadow of the wall of a grave- 
yard. He only moaned in answer to my inquiry if 1 
could do anything for him. I lighted a candle that 
I was carrying and learned that lie was dying from 
the effects of a ghastly wound in his breast. I gave 
him a few mouthfuls of the wine I had with me, and 
offered him a cigar. He smoked and seemed to be 
relieved. Removing his bloodsoaked shirt, I found 
that his body had been mangled by bayonet wounds. 
I tore my handkerchief into strips and tried to bind 
his wounds; but before | was able to relieve him, he 
died in terrible agony. All that night the incident 
haunted me, and I could not close my eyes. 

The intermittent thunder of the great guns was 
heard throughout the night. A few minutes before 
sunrise the next morning, the batteries got down to 
work in real earnest. The shells of the enemy seemed 
to fall every moment nearer to my post of observation. 
I turned to the nearest Russian battery, and saw that 
it was astir. It was the highest time to leave. 
Searcely had I mounted my pony and left the kopje, 
when two shells fell behind it. On my arrival at the 
headquarters of the First Army Corps, I was told 
that the Japanese were in a village three wersts off. 
Corpses, bloody clothing and bandages were to be 
seen in every direction. 

We received orders at dawn to be in readiness to 
move. A fierce infantry battle was expected to take 
place the following day. The nervous strain that I 
had undergone, added to the fact that I had not slept 
for the past two nights, had left me so exhausted 
that I could hardly stand on my feet. The village, 
which was octupied by the regiment commanded by 
my friend, Colonel S., had already been deserted by 
its inhabitants. I passed the night in the house of a 
Buddhist priest. At daybreak I was awakened by a 
special messenger from the colonel, informing me 
that an infantry battle was going on and that he had 
gone to the front, leaving a letter to his family, in 
my care, in case he should be killed. I rushed out of 
the house, and in a few seconds was in a literal hell 
of fire and death. Bullets whistled around my head. 
A few houses had caught fire, and the flames were 
spreading rapidly. The wounded lay wherever I 
looked — symbols of. the suffering of the whole hu- 
man race. Some were trying to reach the Red Cross 
camp, and hundreds of them were shot down by fresh 
bullets. Others writhed in their agony, without suc- 
cor. I seemed to be plunged into the lowest circle of 
the inferno of human pain.g 

There was some degree of safety in my proximity 
to the hospital camp; but I looked longingly at the 
hills, which were beyond the range of the rifle bul- 
lets, although the field guns seemed to be doing 
execution even there. I gave one last glance at the 
scene around me — the most horrible recollection of 
my life. Then, I set spurs to my pony, and in time 
I safely reached the valley beyond the hills. But a 
ghastly sight met me there, also. The valley was filled

As: a clergyman writing to the Society for 
Psychieal Research from a little English village 
named Ham, urgently requested the dispatch of a 
skilled investigator to look into certain strange oe- 
currences in the house of a Mr. Turner.

Frightened Into the Norma 


XCELLENT results have also been ob- 
tained in many cases of hysterical 
paralysis among children by the use of 
what is known as the ‘‘method of sur- 
prise,’’ the recent invention of a German 
specialist named Bruns. As employed by 
Bruns and his followers, this method has 
undoubtedly a certain aspect of brutal- 
ity; but this more than compensated by 
its effectiveness. Having determined, by 
a searching medical examination, that the 
paralysis in any given case is functional 
and not organic, what Bruns does is to 
place the paralyzed child in a bath tub, 
turn on the cold water faucet, and watch 
the youngster climb out, and seamper off. 
‘*You see, he then says to him, at 
this psychological moment, ‘‘ you can walk 
very well, after all. Now, let us hear no 
more from you about being unable to 
walk. 

Or if, for any reason, he deems the 
bath tub device inadvisable, his plan is 
to put the child to bed, to keep it entirely 
isolated, and to deprive it of all food for 
a day or so. An appetizing meal is then 
brought into the room, and left some dis- 
tance from the child’s bed. Frequently, 
this is all that is needed to effect a cure. 
The suggestion of food overcoming the 
suggestion of paralysis, the child gets 
out of bed and starts across the room, 
being encountered midway by Bruns, who 
—of course, by accident—enters the 
room at that precise instant, and makes 
use of verbal suggestion to reinforce and 
to maintain the ‘‘ miraculous’’ recovery. 

In contrast with this method of sur- 
prise is the ‘‘method of disregard,’’ also 
originated by Bruns and used by him in 
eases of hysteria other than those involv- 
ing muscular paralysis— cases, for ex- 
ample, of obsessions, facial „ties, 
spasms, or convulsive seizures. In em- 
ploying the method of disregard, the 
little patient is carefully watched by both 
doctors and nurses, but in such a manner 
that he is led to believe they are paying 
scarcely any attent ibn to him. As a re- 
sult, the idea that, despite his own belief, 
his malady must be quite insignificant, 
gradually takes increasing possession of 


him, and in proportion as it does so the 


hysterical symptoms disappear. 

But, the reader may ask, does this truly 
mean that the hysteria itself has been 
eured? Do not these methods, one and 
all, achieve merely the removal of symp- 
toms? Is not the child still suggestible 
enough to develop a new variety of hys- 
terical disturbances, should occasion arise? 

Such objections are not without force, 
though’ in practice it has been observed 
that the cure of the symptoms by sug- 
gestion does actually seem to weaken the 
tendency to future hysterical outbreaks 
of any kind. To be on the safe side, how- 


ever, it is always well to institute environ- 
mental changes of a sort that will make 
for a constantly closer approach by the 
child to a normal life. 

And with this, we come to the point 
that is of supreme interest to parents.

he Bloody Sunday 


S A RESULT of my bad health, aug 
mented by the horrors I had seen, 
and the losing of most of my best friends 
in this frightful battle of Mukden, I 
left Manchuria and arrived in St. Peters- 
burg in the middle of November. 
Following the dismissal of six or seven 
labor leaders from the Putilovo Iron- 
works, a strike was called by the workers 
under the leadership of the noted priest, 
Father Gapon. They demanded an eight- 
hour day, the minimum wage, ete. Their 
example was followed by the men of the 
Nevsky Shipbuilding Yard and a number 
Gapon’s 
labor organizations comprised about 60, 
000 members, and the movement began 
to assume a political character. Meet- 
ings, marked by fiery, revolutionary 


speeches, were held throughout the city. 


Then, on the occasion of the annual 
ceremony of blessing the waters of the 
Neva, a ball fired from a gun in the 
fortress on the opposite side of the river, 


broke through a window in the Nicalaev- 


sky Hall of the Winter Palace. Several 
others fell near the pavilion where the 
Emperor and his Court were assembled. 
No damage was done, and the incident 
was not generally regarded as an attempt 
upon the life of the Czar. Yet, in spite 
of the official explanation that ball car- 
tridge had carelessly been used in firing 
the salute, the Czar was not deceived; 
and I wish to announce for the first time 
that the ‘‘accident’’ was an | attack 
planned by our military organization. It 
failed merely because of a mistake on 
the part of the soldier who fired. A 
tenth of a minute earlier, and it would 


have been all up with the Czar and his 


family. 
Before long, about two hundred fac: 


‘tories in the city were closed and more 


than one hundred thousand workers were 
idle. Bands of strikers paraded the 
streets daily. The capital was in dark 
ness, except in the districts where sol- 
diers had charge of the eleetrie light 
works. ‘‘The Official Messenger’’ was 
the only newspaper published, At this 
juneture, Gapon organized a deputation 
of citizens, to meet the Emperor and to 
present him in person with a petition in 
behalf of the workmen and their fam- 
ilies. The general features of that doc- 
ument were bold and revolutionary in 
and demanded fundamental re-

the summoning of a Popular

Assembly. 
„We are insulted and treated not as 


men, but as slaves, who ought to bear 
their cruel fate in silence. We are de- 
prived of human rights, are uneducated, 
and are stifled by- despotism,’’ began the 
historie petition. It was universally ac- 
elaimed by the people. Gapon sent an- 


other letter by special messenger to the 
Czar, who was in retirement at Tsarskoe 
Selo, announcing that the workingmen 
had resolved to appear at the Winter 
Palace at 2 P. M. the next day in order 
to inform His Majesty of their needs. 
At the same time a letter was sent to 
Prince Sviatopolk Mirsky, who was the 
Premier, informing him that the people 
desired to see the Czar. That day the 
Metropolitan, Antony, pronounced an 
anathema against Gapon, for inciting 
the people to rebellion. 

From early morning till late at night, 
on Saturday, January 21, meetings were 
held, at which the petition to the Czar 
was read and discussed openly. Rumors 
spread that the Government would re- 
press the procession to the Winter Pal- 
ace. A deputation of distinguished writ- 
ers, journalists, and citizens of St. 
Petersburg — among them, Professor 
Miakotin, Professor Karayeff, Mr. An- 
nensky, Korolenko and Gorky — called 
upon the Premier, in order to prevent 
bloodshed. But the minister declined to 
receive them. 

On January 22, 1906 — a day that 
will always be notorious as ‘‘ The Bloody 
Sunday’’ of St. Petersburg — a clear 
and frosty morning dawned upon the 
capital. The bridges, connecting the in- 
dustrial quarters with the center of the 
city, were early oceupied by troops, and 
the main streets leading to them were 
shut off. Small groups of soldiers in 
gray uniforms were stationed at short in- 
tervals throughout the snow-covered 
streets, with wood for bonfires, stacks of 
rifles and ambulance vans in readiness. 
St. Petersburg looked like a field of bat- 
tle. The church-bells called in vain for 
worshippers; but all windows were 
crowded with „ e sip The people 
moved in slowly from the suburbs toward 
the Palace Square. At eight o’clock in 
the morning I found the latter crowded 
with thousands of men and women, while 
a company of Cossacks stood idly in the 
center. I was told that crowds that tried 
to pass from the Vassily Ostroff across 
the bridge to the meeting place on the 
other side of the Neva came into col- 
lision with the Cossacks, and that two 
had been killed and fifty or more 
wounded. I hurried to Gapon’s head- 
quarters, where the people were forming 
into a long line for the procession. 1 
advised Gapon, whom I knew personally, 
of the situation. He shook his head, say- 
ing: 

„They can’t shoot into an innocent 
festival gathering of men, women and 
children. 

The procession started. I arrived at 
the edge of the square in front of the 
Gates of Narva. A company of infantry 
was posted on the other side of the Tara- 
hanovsky Canal. At the head of the pro- 
cession, as it approached the square, was 
Gapon, bearing banners of the church. 
There was an atmosphere of tense and 
expectant silence. Suddenly, a squadron 
of Cossacks, with drawn swords, galloped 
from the center of the city toward the 
procession. Hundreds were trampled 
under the feet of the horses; I saw 
swords rising and falling, and men and

of wood. Moans, cries and shouts filled 
the air. But many of the marchers startei 
forward again, and the procession seemed 
to be advancing. Thirty yards away, 
on the other side of the canal, were the 
infantry soldiers, with their rifles ready 
for execution. A sharp command was 
heard, and instantly a terrifie volley was 
poured into the mob. 

Of the horror that followed — the cries 
of the wounded, the shrieks of the flee- 
ing; the wails of women, the groans of 
men, and the sobbing of little children — 
I ean hardly bear to write. 

My escape from death was incredibly 
close. I survived the hail of bullets, and 
dashed into u side street where I rested 
for a moment in temporary safety. 

In the evening, the city was plunged 
into darkness. Firing was heard all 
through the night, while the police car- 
ried away the dead. Soldiers occupied 
every approach to the heart of the city, 
and in many instances inoffensive pass- 
ers-by were slaughtered as if they had 
been wild animals. During the night, the 
police began to arrest every one sus- 
pected of being in sympathy with the 
movement; and when the prisons were 
full, the military barracks were used as 
houses of detention. All the hospitals 
were overcrowded with the wounded. The 
next day, General Trepoff was made Pre- 
fect of the city and martial law was im- 
mediately proclaimed. 


The Taking of Kronstadt 


FTER this tragic fiaseo, I realized 

that to stay any longer in Russia 
could only result in my being arrested 
and sent to Siberia. I fled to Berlin, 
where I founded a radical magazine for 
distribution among the soldiers at home. 
I had greater faith than ever before in 
the value of pushing our propaganda in 
the army; and I decided to organize a 
strong revolutionary group of soldiers 
and officers in the fortress of Kronstadt, 
one of the most important strategic 
points in the empire. As there were al- 
ready many members of our military or- 
ganization in the fortress, it was easy fur 
me to direct the work from my head- 
quarters in Berlin. In the course of a 
few months my associates informed me 
that they were in a position to capture 
the fortress from the inside, with all its 
guns and ammunition, if I would go 
there at once. I was eager to respond to 
the call; but as I was an exile and was 
shadowed day and night by spies, it 
seemed almost impossible for me to cross 
the Russian frontier. 

At this juncture, I was fortunate 
enough to meet Mr. S. White, an Ameri- 
can journalist and sympathizer, with 
whom I had been in correspondence for 
some time. I explained my difficulties to 
him, and he at once offered me his pass- 
port, which would enable me to enter 
Russia as an American citizen. In the 
meantime, he undertook to look after my 
office in Berlin. I thought the matter 
over, and I decided to risk it. But when 
I arrived in Viborg, Finland, which is 
only fifty miles from Kronstadt across 
the Finnish Bay, I found that I could 
not get any farther, owing to a strike 
of transportation workers having been 
proclaimed in the empire. I sent a cipher 
dispatch to the leader of the movement, 
explaining my helpless situation. 

Two days passed; then, late at night 
the manager of the hotel rushed in and 
told me that two artillery officers wished 
to see me immediately. I thought that 
the Russian police had come to arrest 
me; but to my surprise, my visitors 
proved to be members of our organiza- 
tion. They told me briefly that they had 
a navy yard boat waiting to take me to 
the fortress. We reached Kronstadt early 
the next morning, and I put up at the 
house of one of the officers as his Ameri- 
can guest. 

During the day we held a secret meet- 
ing, and I was elected to be the com 
mander in chief of the fortress. On that 
occasion I issued the since celebrated 
manifesto,. reading as follows: 
„Nicholas Segond, the Czar of Russia: 

„We, the undersigned representatives 
of the Russian people, feel both abused 
and humiliated by the acts and laws 
which you as sovereign of our country 
have wrongfully imposed, and illegally 
enforced, upon us.
